[Text] Beijing, 16 Oct (XINHUA)--In order to carry out the policy with regard to 

the return of Taiwan to the motherland and the realization of peaceful reunifica- 
tion @s elaborated by Chairman Ye Jianying, the State Oceanography Bureau has adopted 
a six-point decision which runs as follows: 


1. Make preparations to establish ties with Taiwan's oceanography departments and 
exchange information on maritime survey and scientific research at any time. 


2. Invite Taiwan oceanographers to come to the mainland to visit, give lectures, 
Carry out academic exchanges and make common efforts with oceanographers on the 
mainland to study the development of the motherland's marine resources and other 
maritime projects. 


3. Be prepared to cooperate with Taiwan maritime survey and research units to conduct 
scientific investigation on hydrometeorology, biology, physics, chemistry, geology 
and marine resources from the China Sea to the great oceans at any time. It js also 
necessary to supply facilities and conveniences, including vessels and equiprent. 


4. Various investigation and research units on the sea coast under the State Ocean- 
ography Bureau must be prepared to invite Taiwan maritime surveys ships to visit 

the mainland and welcome their berthing, replenishing supply and taking shelter from 
the wind at any time. 


5. Be prepared to consult with Taiwan oceanography departments on organizing dele- 
gations together to join international maritime organizations and attend meetings 
and activities sponsored by academic bodies together at any time. 


6. Invite Taiwan oceanography workers to join the Chinese Oceanography Society and 
attend academic activities sponsored by the society.

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"RENMIN RIBAO’ DISCUSSES CANCUN SUMMIT RESULTS

ant Conference for North-South Dialogue"] 


[Text] The Cancun summit for North-South dialogue has closed. At a press confer- 
ence, the co-chairmen of the summit, Mexican President Lopez Portillo and Canadian 
Prime Minister Trudeau, said that "in a constructive and positive spirit," the 
participants had an extensive exchange of views on questions concerning North- 
South relationships and unanimously agreed to hold global negotiations on these re- 
lationships. Undoubted, these negotiations will promote improvement in North-South 
relations. 


Many participants who had come from developing countriés said that the convening of 
the Cancun conference itself was of great significance. The reason was that after 
the developing countries had won political independence, they urgently demanded that 
that unjust and irrational international economic order be changed so that they 
could develop inde,pendent economies. However, for a long time, this just demand 
had been ignored and contradictions between the North and the South continued to 
develop. At the current conference, heads of 8 developed and 14 developing coun- 
tries finally sat together and discussedc the question of improving North-South 
economic relations. This showed that changing the old international economic order 
and adjusting the North-South structure in light of the principle-of equality and 
mutual benefit had become the trend of our times. 


In his speech at the closing session, the host of the conference President Lopez 
Portillo stressed that improving the North-South relationship was the common target 
which needed the efferts of all participants. This is entirely correct. The de- 
velopment of the wecld economy has brought the economies of different countries 
closer and closer together, and the economy of one country affects another. French 
President Francois M. Mitterrand said not long ago: "Evidently, if the economy of 
the poor countries is at a standstill, the rich countries will also suffer." There- 
fore, "assisting the Third World means extricating ourselves from crises." Some 
leaders of other developed countries also expressed the same view in their speeches 
at the conference. 


In his speech, Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang said: "At present, the world is con- 
fronted by two major questions: One is the maintenance of peace and the other, 








the promotion of development. These two issues are closely related and inseparable.” 
Leaders of many countries shareu the same view. They pointed out that the economic 
deterioration in some developing countries and tension in North-South relations often 
led to turmoil in these countries and gave hegemonists an opportunity for aggression 
and expansion. Therefore, improving Nerth-South relations was not only an ecoftomit 
question but also an important political question affecting world peace and stabil- 
ity. 


It is very clear that improving North-South relations is tremendously important and 
urgent both to developing and developed countries. It was precisely because of 
this that the spirit of cooperation and mutual understanding was the main thrust of 
the Cancun summit. 


According to the agreement reached at the foreign ministers’ meeting held in August, 
the ma.n purpose of the North-South “ancun summit was "to create conditions for 
gliuoal negotiations to eliminate ecmiomic differences between the industrial coun- 
tries and the developing countries." In order to improve North-“outh relations, 
global negotiations will be held to establish a new internationai ecoromic order. 
This is not only a way to hit the fundamental target but also is a pressing task at 
present. This idea was put forth by the developing countries long ago, but for var- 
ious reasons, it has not yet been realized. Recently, the European Economic Com- 
munity and some other developed countries have explicitly expressed their support 

for holding global negotiations. At this sumnit, U.S. President Ronald Reagan 

also yeiterated the U.S. position taken, at the Ottawa conference in July this year. 
He expressed the view that the United States was willing to participate in the global 
negotiations on the basis of “the four fundamental understandings." Unanimously 
affirming the necessity of holding global negotiations was an achievement of the 
Cancun summit. 


At the Cancun summit, all participants also seriously and er.thusiasticaliy discussed 
a number of pressing problems facing some developing countries, such as food, energy, 
trade, finance and so on. This was conducive to increasing mutual understanding and 
to putting forth concrete solutions in the future. 


During the discussion over 2 days, there were also some differences. RBecause the 
situations in the developing and the developed countries are different, it is natural 
to have different views, but such differences can be gradually settled in the future. 
However, the U.S. a.titude toward some questions has made people feel uneasy. As 
reported, agreement could not be reached on the procedures for preparing the global 
negotiations, simply because the United States held different views. On the question 
of solving urgent problems facing the developing countries, the United States one- 
sidedly stressed free economy, market strength and private investment and did not 
agree to reform the existing international economic organizations. This of course 
was criticized by sone developing countries. Observers here pointed out that since 
the installation of the Reagan Administration, it had adopted an indifferent atti- 
tude toward improving North-South relations. After it had expressed at the Ottawa 
conference its agreement to participate in future global negotiations, it avoided 

the question of global negotiations in many recent speeches concerning North-South 
relations and put forth views which did not conform with the desires of the develop- 
ing countries. Therefore, we wonder whether the United States, as the biggest 
developed country, is really willing to adopt an enthusiastic attitude toward inm- 
proving North-South relations, or simply tries to avoid being isolated by expressing 








its agreement to participate in the global negotiations and is actually trying in 
every way to maintain the old international econom*c order. We have grounds to 
ask this question and it is also necessary for the Jnited States to reconsider its 
stand from the strategic point of view. 


When the co-chairmen summed up the conference and in the speeches of leaders of 

many countries, they all expressed their regret over the Soviet Union's refusal to 
participate in the Cancun summit. Many journalists who had come to cover the Cancun 
summit said that from this refusal alone, it was not difficult for people to see the 
true color of this "natural ally." 


Improving North-South relations is a difficult struggle to change the old interna- 
tional economic order and to establish a new international economic order. ‘Je are 
bound to encounter obstacles. However, the entire progress of the Cancun summit 
showed that the trend of the times is irresistable. As long as the developing 
countries strengthen their unity with the enlightened developed countries and per- 
sist in making their efforts, they will certainly score more and more achievements 
in realizing this goal.

[International commentary by Di Xin [4564 2450]: "North-South Economic Relations 
and the Cancun Conference" ] 


[Text] A “conference on international cooperation and development" will be held in 
Cancun, Mexico, on 22 October, which will be participated in by heads of state 

or government leaders from 22 countries. Under the present international situation, 
which is turbulent and in which North-South relations are rather tense, the opening 
of this conference is of great significance. It will not only influence internation- 
al economic cooperation and development, but also the safeguarding of world peace. 


After winning political independence, the Third World countries have generally 
needed to win economic independence. They have made great efforts in developing 
their national economies. In more than 30 years since the Second World War, they 
have, more or less, freed themselves economically from being subordinate to the 
developed countries. Generally speaking, their « .omic development is not too slow. 
However, the old international economic order has not been changed or disintegrated 
along with the advance of our times. On the contrary, it seriously hampers economic 
development in the developing countries. Through transnational corporations and 
international financial institutions under their control, the developed countries 
have maintained monopolies in such spheres as production, trade, technology and 
finance. Thus, the developing countries can only largely depend on them and be 
exploited by them. Take trade, for example. The comparative prices of the develop- 
ing countries dropped by 10 percent from the mid-1950's to early 1970's. In the 
period between 1973 and 1975, the price of rubber exported by the ASEAN countries 
dropped by 53 percent, and the price of tin dropped by 29 percent. For another 
example, the proportion of high-interest commercial loans was about 58 percent in 
1980. So, in these years, annual debt servicing of the developing countries has had 
to be financed by over 80 percent of the total loans taken out each year. This 
year, alone, the interest they must repay is as huge as over $33 billion. 


Therefore, in order to develop their national economies, the developing countries 
are eager to change the old international economic order and free themselves from 
the fetters of the developed countries. They began their common struggte at the 
Bandung conference and carried the struggle on through the nonaligned movement and 
various regional and professional organizations. They also established "The Group 
of 77." But the achievement is not obvious. The victory of the struggle of the 








oil-producing countries against the developed countries in 1973 encouraged the 
developing countries and simultaneously made the developed countries take the mat- 
ter seriously. In 1974, a declaration and program of action for establishing a new 
international economic order was adopted by the sixth UN special session. Another 
two international conferences were then held in Paris in 1974 and 1977, in which 

27 countries from the North and South held a dialogue. However, because some most 
developed countries, such as the United States and others, had tried hard to protect 
their vested interests, these conferences ended in failure. In order to break the 
deadlock, the developing countries made a concession and proposed to hold interna- 
tional talks. At the 34th UN General Assembly in 1979, a resolution was adopted 
which decided to launch global negotiations. But since the United States stubbornly 
clung to its wrong position, the 35th UN General Assembly and the 11th special session 
held last year failed to reach agreement on the procedure and agenda of the global 
negotiations. Again, in order to break the deadlock, Mexico, Austria and 9 coun- 
tries arranged a summit conference of 22 countries from the North and South. They 
planned to invite the USSR to the conference, but this superpower, which time and 
again has called itself a "natural ally" of the Third World countries, had shown 

no concern about such a conference that would mean a great deal to the Third World. 
The foreign ministers of the 22 countries held a preparatory meeting at Cancun in 
early August. They unanimously agreed that the topic for discussion at this con- 
ference would be the future of international development cooperation and the promo- 
tion of the world economy, and that the main task would be reaching an agre_ment 

on global negotiations. 


Now the whole world is paying a good deal of attention te the Cancun conference. It 
is a common desire of the Third World countries to change the unequal and inequitable 
old international economic order and establish a new one on the basis of the prin- 
ciple of equality and mutual benefit and the principle of equitableness. It is 
expected that the developed countr#tes will conform to the historical trend and, . 
starting from the whole of the present international situation, do better at the 
Cancun conference. Progressive opinions in most developed countries and the United 
States have more or less felt the irresistibility of the historical trend. They 

have realized that since the developed countries are, to a great extent, dependen* 

on the developing countries, (especially in energy resourcesand stratetic mater- 
ials), in helping the latter to develop their economies, they are, in the final 
analysis, also helping extricate themselves from difficulties and crisis. This 

will be good for their own economic development. The rity is that, as has been 

noted, the United States is still very stubborn in its attitude. Only recently, 
instead of talking about the global talks, Reagan and other U.S. Government leaders 
again played the same old tune, that is, free trade and private investment and so 
forth. This attitude of the United States has received widespread criticism from 

the media, which has pointed out that if the United States insists on such an atti- 
tude at the Cancun conference, it will become isolated and will please its main 
opponent who is absent from the conference.

[Text] Caracas, 21 Oct (XINHUA)--Venezuelan President Luis Herrera Campins said 
yesterday that participants in the international conference on cooperation and 
development should take this opportunity to discuss frankly and openly problems 
affecting international relations and to examine ways to solve them. 


Herrera made these remarks in an address to the nation over the radio and TV net- 
work. He left here for Mexico to attend the Cancun conference today. He stressed 
that there exists inequality between the developed and developing countries and 
that the North is pitted against the South in the present international economic 
system. He pointed out, "This division results in situations of profound economic 
and social injustice", and made it an imperative need to establish a new interna- 
tional economic order. ‘ 


The Venezuelan president said that the Cancun conference is aimed at making the 
international community see clearly and use the best talent of men to seek a basic 
solution to the worldwide economic crisis. He pointed out that the crisis has af- 
fected all countries. No country, even the most powerful one, can live in isolation. 
Inflation, unemployment and the monetary instabiiity are factors that hinder the 
development of world countries, he added.

[Text] Cancun, 23 Oct (XINHUA)--The United Nations should be utilized as a forum 
for the global economic talks between the Third World countries and the industrial- 
ised nations. 


A proposal to this effect was made by Venezuela in a working paper submitted to the 
North-South summit here. 


The paper, entitled "Problems of the Developing Countries in a Global Perspective", 
Says that the world economy cannot afford to be controlled by the industrialised 
countries alone, nor can the needs of the developing countries of the Third World 
be met by bilateral or regional resources alone. 








The paper stresses the need for global talks in the areas of trade, raw materials, 
energy, development, monetary matters and finance and the use of the United Nations 
as a forum for economic talks. 


The paper says that the effort to promote global talks should be accompanied by a 
broadening and deepening of economic cooperation among the developing countries in 
order to reduce their vulnerability to the world economic crises and to replace 
dependence with a genuine inter-dependence. 


The conventional ways of economic management have been proved to be of limited ef- 
ficiency because the imbalance between the Third World countries and the industrial- 
ised countries is fundamentally structural and not merely of periodic character. 

To develop production, the North-South economic structure must be reformed, the 
paper says.

[Text] United Nations, 26 Oct (XINHUA)--UN Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim de- 
clared today he hoped that the understanding reached among the participants at 
Cancun summit would lead to an early consensus at the United Nations on the 
launching of global negotiations. 


The UN secretary-general in a statement on the Cancun summit this afternoon said he 
was gratified at the very constructive, positive spirit in which the issues before 
the meeting were addressed. He also welcomed the determination expressed by the 
participants to face as a matter of priority the serious challenges of the North- 
South relationship in the coming decade. 


He said he was impressed by the recognition of the growing interdependence of na- 
tional economic problems and the need for concerted action to solve economic problems 
and to redress economic disparities among rations. He said he "very much hopes that 
the political will manifested at the will be translated into concrete action on the 
specific priority issues and challenges facing the world economy." 


Lopez Portillo Stresses Cooperation

[Text] Cancun, 22 Oct (XINHUA)--Mexican President Jose Lopez Portillo, co-chairman 
of the 22-nation summit meeting, stressed here this morning that the developed and 

the developing countries must find new answers to age-old problems and construct a 

new system of international economic relations based on the reality of growing and 

genuine interdependence and on the principles of justice and equity. 


In his opening speech at the international meeting on cooperation and development, 
Lopez Portillo said the first important achievement of this event is the very fact 
that the leaders of 22 countries are gathered here together. He called for "making 
every effort to establish a dialogue that will replace a continuing succession of 
monologues, or even confrontation." 
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Turning to the complex and plural nature of today's world economic situations, 

the president said: Protectionism, speculation and manipulation distort trade. 

Raw material prices fall while the price of money rises. Inflation and recession 
prevent a harmonious relationship between guided processes of industrializatioh and 
trade, and seem aimed at freezing the present structure of trade exchange and of the 
international division of labor. 


Furthermore, he said, transnational enterprises "ignore or trample upon the sover- 
eignty or nations which have been unable to organize their response to the logic 
of the interconnection and interdependence of the world economy". 


He went on to say unfairness and injustice do exist, and in many parts of this world, 
there is hunger, poverty and squalor. "Chronic poverty is a factor that increases 
political and social instability within each country, and frequently feeds the 
rivalry between the great powers, exacerbates existing tensions, and even further 
impairs existing relations. To some extent, which is doubtless large, instability 
brought about by underdevelopment has paved the way for the reappearance of the 

cold war, strengthened hegemonic aspirations, and given added impetus to the arms 
race." 


On the interconnection and the interdependence of the North and South, Lopez Portillo 
said "Many of the problems of the South, of course, must be imputed to the South; 

but other structural problems that are both restricting and deadly stem from its 
relationships with the North and with the East-West conflict." 


He pointed out a lasting and stable reactivation of the world economy cannot come 
from the prosperity of just one of its segments, if the others remain in a state of 
Stagnation and therefore "domestic economic policies and international cooperation 
efforts in which everyone joins must be fitted to the new realities of global inter- 
dependence." 


The president noted it is now the duty of the leaders of the North and the South to 
change the old type of economic relationships, whose negative effects were deliber- 
ately ignored during almost thirty years of expansion, which obviously did not bene- 
fit all to the same extent. 


The president said, the world must find ways to coordinate the actions of coun- 
tries having technical knowledge, unused productive capacity and unemployed man- 
power with those of countries having demands but limited purchasing power, and with 
those others which do possess financial resources, so that all can join in making 
international cooperation for development a reality. 


Summit Participants Comment

[Text] Beijing, 24 Oct (XINHUA)--Upon the conclusion of the Cancun summit on in- 
ternational cooperation and development, some representatives from developing coun- 


tries welcomed the decision to begin preparations for global negotiations but were 
disappointed that no definite date was set, according to reports from Cancun. 
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Philippines President Ferdinand Marcos said Friday that the North-South summit meet- 
ing had broken the logjam on international negotiations toward a new world economic 
system. "The key thing is that the North-South dialogue is no longer stalled, that 
it will be resumed soon within the framework of the United Nations," he said. 


Nigerian Foreign Minister Ishaya Audu said that the conference was a success, "but 
the road ahead is a long and arduous one." 


Mohamed Bedjaoui, the Algerian chairman of the Group of 77 developing nations, called 
the meeting "an open window on the future." In his view, the two co-chairmen's sum- 
mary of the summit meant that the United Nations had got the necessary political 
promotion so that global negotiations could not be delayed any more. 


A high-ranking Indian official called the summit "a partial success because it de- 
cided we should engage in global negotiations." But he said he was "disappointed" 
there was no agreement on an agenda or procedures. "We don't know how long this 
will take to get started," he added. 


A number of delegates from developed countries expressed satisfaction with the result 
of the meeting. French President Francois Mitterrand noted that he felt "no 
disappointment, only satisfaction." "We have moved forward," he said. But he 

added, "the only question is when words will become deeds." 


West German Vice-Chancellor and Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher said the 
summit "created a basis of confidence" for future cooperation. "We advanced one 
good step ahead on the extremely important question of global negotiations, but 
there are many rocks to be removed," he stated. 


Canadian Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau said, "The great thing about this con- 
ference is that we sat at the same table and got a real discussion going." But on 
global negotiations, he said that the final outcome reflected “inability to bring 
together those who wanted to bring the matter to the United Nations now and those who 
wanted to start afresh." '"We failed to get an agreement on exactly what the next 
step would be," he noted.

[Text] Mr chairman: 


I am very pleased to be invited to attend this meeting. I would like to express 
my heartfelt thanks to our host, the Mexican Government, for making all the arrange- 
ments. 


At present, the world is confronted with two major questions: One is the maintenance 
of peace and the other, the promotion of development. These two questions are closely 
related to each other and are inseparable. If our present meeting can yield posi- 
tive results in strengthening international economic cooperation for development, 

it will be a useful contribution t:- the maintenance of world peace. 


//The Economic Development of the Developing Countries Is Being Subjected to all 
Kinds of External Obstruction// 


The rise of the great number of developing countries represents a fundamental change 
in the world situation since World War II. They have become an independent and 
significant force on the international political scene. However, their status in 
the world economic system is far from commensurate with this fact. Their economic 
development is still being subjected to all kinds of external obstruction. More 
than 30 most underdeveloped countries still remain in dire poverty. The majority 

of countries whose chief exports are raw materials are confronted with worsening 
trading conditions and an unfavorable balance of international payments. Many de- 
veloping countries that chiefly export manufactured goods are heading for an eco- 
nomic slowdown as a result of protectionism and mounting debts. Even the petroleum 
exporting countries find it difficult to smoothly achieve industrialization because 
of che monopoly of technology, trade, finances and the like on the international 
market. Moreover, the foreign exchange surpluses which they have gained in exchange 
for their limited and nonrenewable petroleum resources are shrinking in value due 

to worldwide inflation. In short, the developing countries share the same plight, 
although their conditions may differ. They were subjected to prolonged imperialist 
and colonialist domination and plunder in the past, and now are still heavily fet- 
tered by the unjust and inequitable international economic structure. It is against 
this historical background and under the prevailing circumstances that all the 
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developing countries have come to share the strong demand for the restructuring of 
the old international economic order and the establishment of a new one. Their 
demand conforms with the trend of development and is just and completely reasonable. 


//ItIsMore and More Difficult To Maintain the old International Economic Relationship// 


At present, the developed countries also find themselves in a double plight of eco- 
nomic stagnation and inflation. Their economic crisis has deep roots in society. 
The prosperity of the developed countries was, in the past, built on the poverty of 
the underdeveloped countries. As the developing countries have already achieved 
independence and the people are increasingly awakening, it is more and more diffi- 
cult to maintain their old international economic relationship. If the developed 
countries should persist in their unjust and inequitable approach toward the de- 
veloping countries, tension in North-South relations can hardly be avoided. If 

the developing countries cannot smoothly achieve economic progress, the developed 
countries are bound to find their supply of raw materials and their markets shrink- 
ing. Therefore, it is unwise for the developed countries to reject outright the 
restructuring of the old international economic order under the pretext of their 
economic difficulties. Many far-sighted persons in the developed countries have, 
out of their own national interests, come to realize the importance and urgency of 
restructuring the existing international economic order and improving North-South 
relations. This kind of newswhich conforms to the historical trend of our time is . 
well received by the developing countries. 


//Cooperation Should Be Guided by the Principle of Being Just and Reasonable and of 
Equality and Mutual Benefit// 


Under such circumstances, the great number of developing countries and many developed 
countries have called for “cooperation instead of confrontation" in North-South 
relations. 


Needless to say, such cooperation should be based on the continuous restructuring of 
the unjust and inequitable international economic relationship. Otherwise, coopera- 
tion can hardly be maintained or confrontation avoided. Therefore, international 
economic aid, private investment, transfer of technology, trade, money and finance 
should be guided by the principle of being just and reasonable and of equality and 
mutual benefit. It is essential to respect the sovereignty of the developing coun- 
tries and not to interfere in their internal affairs or control their economic life- 
lines. It is essential to help the developing countries build their independent 
national economies and not to make them more dependent. The present state of affairs 
in which they are not in a position to exercise their rights in international eco- 
nomic affairs must be changed. Of course, the developing countries must rely on 
their own strength to carry out economic construction and must make necessary inter- 
nal reforms in the light of their national,condition. However, their efforts in 
this direction are seriously hampered by the existing international economic 

order. Only be restructuring the old international economic order will it be 
possible to ensure the smooth economic growth of the developing countries, thus 
improving the North-South relationship and revitalizing the world economy. 
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//The Principle of the Chinese Government for the Establishment of a new Interna- 
tional Economic Order// 


In order to establish a new international economic order, it is essential to work 

out a comprehensive and total solution and make unremitting efforts. At present, 

many developing countries, particularly the most underdeveloped countries, are in- 

deed faced with urgent problems which call for priority solution. This kind of 
solution should be a step toward a comprehensive and total solution and should accord 
with the demands of the developing countries in their long-term development. It should 
contribute toward promoting the process of the establishment of a new international 
economic order and should not be a limited measure that departs from the fundamental 
objective of establishing a new international economic order. 


With a view to establishing a new international economic order and solving some of 
the urgent problems before it is too late, the developing countries have worked 
hard for many years and put forth many reasonable proposals. The Chinese Government 
has conscientiously studied these proposals and believes it possible to promote 
international cooperation for development according to the following principles: 


1. Give active support to the developing countries in all their efforts to develop 
their national economies, achieve economic independence and practice collective 
self-reliance. 


2. Restructure the existing international economic order in keeping with the prin- 
ciples of being just and reasonable and of equality and mutual benefit. 


3. Correctly and closely integrate the fundamental objective of establishing a 
new international economic order with the solution of the current urgent problems of 
the developing countries. 


4. The developing countries are entitled to adopt development strategies suited to 
their own conditions. The developed countries should not make domesti_ reforms in 
the developing countries a precondition for the establishment of the new interna- 
tional economic order. 


5. Earnestly promote the North-South negotiations aimed at improving economic status 
of the developing countries in the interest of the growth of world economy and the 
maintenance of world peace. 


//Enable the Global Negotiations To Make Substantial Progress as Soon as Possible// 


Mr Chairman: In order to improve the North-South economic relationship, the most 
urgent task we face now is to launch global negotiations under the auspices of the 
United Nations as soon as possible and enable them to make substantial progress. 
This is also one of the major objectives outlined in the letter of invitation to 
the present conference. Many countries have suggested that the global negotiations 
defined in the resolution of the 34th UN General Assembly should actually commence 
before the end of this year, or early next year at the latest. China resolutely 
supports this call. 
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Allow me to make this appeal to the leaders present at this meeting: Let us jointly 
express our desire for an early start of global negotiations and our willingness to 
do everything in our power to enable the global negotiations to yield positive re- 
sults. 


At present, the international political and economic situation is very grim indeed. 
The improvement of North-South relations is closely related to the struggle against 
hegemonist aggression and expansion and for the maintenance of world peace and 
Stability. The questions we have discussed are not only economic issues of great 
importance, but also political issues of great strategic significance. The people 
of all countries place great hope on thts meeting. We must not let them down. Our 
meeting must succeed; it cannot afford to fail. 


China stands ready to work hard together with all the other governments and peoples 
for the establishment of a new international economic order and for the maintenance 


of world peace.

"XINHUA' CITES FOREIGN LEADERS ON CANCUN SUMMIT

[Text] Beijing, 25 Oct (XINHUA)--A number of state leaders who attended the inter- 
national conference on cooperation and development issued statements, expressing 
satisfaction with the results of the conference. 


At a press conference in Cancun on the evening of 23 October French President 
Mitterrand said that he was gratified at the results of the 2-day summit conference. 
He felt that it is possible that global talks between developed and developing coun- 
tries will begin early next year at the United Nations. 


On October 24 British Prime Minister Mrs Thatcher told reporters in Cancun that she 
felt that the Cancun conference was a “very great success," end. that the Third 
World countries have realized their wish to continue to hold global talks within 
the framework of the United Nations. She said, however, that "global talks have 
different connotations for different people," and "the definite meaning of global 
talks should be defined by the United Nations." 


Upon his return to Washington from Cancun on 24 October, U.S. President Reagan 
said that the leaders of the various countries had direct and candid talks at the 
meeting, that their talks were all-embracing and that "there were no mutual accusa- 
tions." He said: "Together we have successfully created a spirit that gives peo- 
ple new hope. We intend to translate this spirit into a driving force to improve 
the world economy and accelerate the development of the developing countries." 

The Cancun conference was "quite a success." On many occasions Reagan had reiter- 
ated a number of preconditions put forward by the United States for holding global 
talks. 


On 24 October U.S. Secretary of State Haig indicated to reporters in Cancun that the 
Cancun conference "took a very successful step toward greater international coopera- 
tion." He said that the 2-day summit conference will have a significant impact on 
the North-South dialogue. He reiterated the U.S. stand, that is, that future global 
talks should not conflict with existing international organizations. 


At a press conference in Cancun on 25 October Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
said that she felt that the doors "are not closed" for resumption of North-South 
dialogue on the question of global talks within the framework of the United Nations. 
She expressed the hope that after hearing the difficulties mentioned by leaders of 
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developing countries, U.S. leaders will give them consideration from now on. She 
added that the progress at the Cancun conference shows that some industrialized 
countries have already recognized the truth that “if the developing countries are 
helped, so are the developed countries."

Central Committee Session Ends

[Text] Warsaw, 18 Oct (XINHUA)--The Central Committee of the Polish United Workers' 
Party ended its fourth plenum here today after a three-day session. The Central 
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Committee accepted First Secretary Kania's resignation and elected Jaruzelski in 
his stead with 180 votes in favor and 4 against. 


In his brief speech, the newly elected first secretary proposed that the party's 
Central Committee hold its fifth session in a few days and propose a government 
reshuffle to the parliament. 


The session discussed at length the implementation of the resolutions of the ninth 
party congress as well as the social and political situation in Poland. 


Kania and Political Bureau member Stefan Olszowski made reports at the session. 


Referring to the increasingly grave situation at home, both criticized the program 
approved by the First National Congress of the Solidarity Union as "an anti-social- 
ist opposition program." They called on the party organizations to carry out of- 
fensive activities in implementing the resolutions of the ninth party congress, 
improving the political and economic situations and strengthening the ideological 
work. 


During the discussion of the two reports, about 40 perople expressed their views, 
including members and alternate members of the party's Central Committee and Poli- 
tical Bureau. Many of them criticized the Political Bureau and government for fail- 
ing to implement the resolutions of the party congress effectively and steer the 
country out of the political and economic crises quickly. 


Many speakers strongly accused the Solidarity Union of undermining the social 
agreement reached in August of last year and charged that “anti-socialist forces" 
were making use of the union to intensify their "open political struggle" against 
the authorities. 


A resolution passed at the end of the session criticized the former party leadership 
for failing to take effective actions and displaying indecision in enforcing the 
resolutions of the party congress and the decisions of the party and government. 


The resolution instructed the party-government organizations and security authori- 
ties to take resolute actions and use all possible judicial means to combat the 
opposition to socialism and law violations so as to extricate the country from the 
existing social and politi:al crises and maintain social system and order. 


The resolution also said, "The supreme authorities of the People's Republic of 
Poland should avail themselves of the powers entrusted to them by the constitution 
at an extremely critical moment to defend the country's most immediate interests." 


The resolution demanded the Solidarity Union leadership "to respect the constitu- 
tion of the Polish People's Republic and existing legal order; dissociate itself 
from anti-socialist activities, immediately halt strike actions; constructively 
approach the government's program to overcome the economic crisis; acknowledge the 
country's alliances with socialist countries in its practical activities; oppose 
the anti-Soviet campaign; and meet the requirements of state security." 


The resolution said that the party was in favor of dialogue, consultation and 
cooperation. It also proposed that talks be reopened on the agreements signed by 
the government and the Solidarity Union to solve the disputes between the two sides 
and work out a program for united action. 
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Professional Trade Union Congress

[Text] Warsaw, 19 Oct (XINHUA)--The first congress of the Professional Trade Union 
of Poland was held here from October 16 to 18. 


The congress was attended by Marian Wojniak, member of the secretariat of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Polish United Workers’ Party; Mieczyslaw Rakowsi, vice-chair- 
man of the Council of Ministers, and Stanislaw Ciosek, minister for trade union 
affairs. 


The congress approved the work report for 1980 submitted by the coordination com 
mittee of the Professional Trade Union and fixed the principles of the trade union's 
working program in the future and the current tasks. It also elected an ali-Poland 
cooperation committee and an auditing commtssion, both led by Eudeniusz Mielnicki. 


The revised constitution of the trade union stipulates that it "accepts the prin- 
ciple of the social ownership of the means of production as the base of the social- 
ist system in Poland and recognizes the leading role of the Polish United Workers' 
Party as well as Poland's international alliance." 


The congress expressed concern over the ever deepening domestic political and eco- 

nomic crises, and pledged that the Professional Trade Union will be a "partner and 

ally" of the authorities in its efforts to stabilize the present situation and tide 
over the difficulties. 


The congress urged the authorities to take resolute and prompt actions against those 
who are trying by every conceivable means to change Poland's state system. 


It warmly welcomed the election of Wojciech Jaruzelski as the first secretary of the 
Polish United Workers" Party. 


The Professional Trade Union was formed last December following the dissolution of 
the Central Council of Trade Unions. It is the serzond largest trade union in the 
country with an enrollment of four million members from 24 trade unions.

The communique accused the party plenum of "ordering" solidarity to take part in a 
government proposed mixed commission. It said that solidarity “understands the neces- 
sity" for measures designed to fight the crisis and was ready to take part in "any 
enterprise able to give positive results.'' However, it said, "as an independent 

trade union" solidarity alone will decide "the form of its initiatives, while seek- 
ing society's understanding and approval." "The exerting of any pressure may can- 

cel opportunities for cooperation and partnership," it declared. 


Referring to party plenum resolution on a possible strike ban, the communique said, 
"We share the view that these (strikes) are economically adverse phenomena and we 
shall see to it that unjustified protests, or those embarked upon before other forms 
of reaching accommodation have been exhausted, are eliminated." 


However, we represent the view that to avoid strikes one must do away with their 
causes rather than resorting to embargos that run counter to international law," 
the communique said. 


The communique also notified solidarity's local chapters to ascertain before Octo- 
ber 20 the views of their branches in factories and their position on the party 
Central Committee's program resolutions for discussion by the national commission 
which will meet on October 22. 


Wroclaw Meetings Banned

[Text] Beijing, 22 Oct (XINHAU)--Gatherings in public places were banned throughout 
Poland's southwest Province of Wroclaw, according to news reports quoting the Polish 
press agency yesterday. 


The ban was the first of its kind announced since the birth of the Solidarity Union 
at the end of August, 1980. It followed the police detention yesterday of four 
solidarity activists who were broadcasting union information in a loudspeaker van. 
About 1,500 people gathered around the police station, demanding the release of the 
detainees. The police arrested 11 more for obstructing the performance of the duty. 
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In the southern industrial Province of Katowice on Tuesday, riot police clashed 
with solidarity supporters after police confiscated solidarity publications which 
the authorities declared were anti-socialist and anti-Soviet. But the union con- 
demned the police action as unwarranted provocation, maintaining that it was only 
selling its usual newsletters. 


Meanwhile, a sit-in staged by 12,000 textile workers in Zyrardow near Warsaw to 
protest the chronic shortage of goods has entered its second week. 


In the western Province of Zielona Gora about 150,000 workers in some 700 plants 
went on a one-hour warning strike yesterday, demanding the reinstatement of a 
solidarity shop steward at a state farm and the removal of his chief and a higher 
official whom they held responsible for the dismissal. 


Jaruzelski Meets Party, Church Leaders

The Polish News Agency PAP said that they exchanged views on the complicated situa- 
tion in the country, and "shared the view that the state and the church must con- 
tinue to take common action for the interests of the nation, domestic stability, 
for the promotion of the course of renewal and for ensuring the security and inter- 
national prestige of the People's Republic of Poland." 


He received representatives of the Central Council of the Polish Socialist Youth 
Federation on October 19. He told them that the party and government leadership 
pins hopes on the patriotic enthusiasm of the younger generation and fully under- 
stands their needs and expectations. 


Walesa Ends France Visit

change to solidarity." 
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Jaruzelski is Poland's premier and was named the United Workers' Party's new lead- 
er by the Central Committee October 18.

Government Rejects Strike-Ban Proposal

[Text] Beijing, 23 Oct (XINHUA)--The Polish Government headed by Prime Minister 
Wojciech Jaruzelski yesterday rejected the party Central Committee's proposal for a 
suspension of the constitutional right to strike, according to news received here. 


An AFP report quoted the Polish News Agency PAP, as saying that the opposition to 
a strike ban came from a meeting of the government's top-level economic reform 
commission chaired by Jaruzelski. 


On the same day, the 107-member National Commission of the Solidarity Union began 

a meeting in Gdansk. After the debate, dominated by concern over the police action 
against solidarity members in Wroclaw and Katowice, the solidarity leaders put off 
a decision to call a nationwide strike against police activities. 


Meanwhile, local strikes and other forms of protest were reported in many regions 
of the country. 


REUTER said that some 180,000 solidarity members began an indefinite stoppage in 
the western Province of Zielona Gora though the authorities had given in on their 
main demand for the reinstatement of a sacked unionist. 


In Wroclaw Province, the governor yesterday lifted the ban on gatherings in public 
places throughout the province. The ban was imposed the day before following police 
detention of some Solidarity Union activists. The local bus and tram drivers halted 
work to demand the release of all those detained. They returned to work after 

seven hours stoppage when police released the last of the detainees, reported the 
PAP. 
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Military To Deal With ‘Negative Phenomena’

[Text] Beijing, 24 Oct (XINHUA)--The Polish Government has decided to send special 
military units around the country to deal with the local “negative phenomena" and 
economic decline, while the Solidarity Union announced yesterday a one-hour nation- 
wide strike next Wednesday, according to reports received here. 


"Their principal mission is directly to inform the government of any negative pheno- 
mena, to take steps to counteract them, and to render necessary assistance to the 
population and local government," said government spokesman Jerz, Urban. 

"Tension is growing," said the spokesman in a televised statement. 'The state 
leaning toward a fall must undertake all indispensable actions in saving th state." 


The decision was announced at the end of a government presidium meeting yesterday. 
The spokesman said the special units, led by career army officers and composed of 

enlisted men whose regular military service has been extended, would help improve 

the supply of food to markets, facilitate the transport of goods, combat waste and 
mismanagement and solve local disputes. 


On the same day, the 107-member National Commission of the Solidarity Union passed 
a resolution at a meeting in Gdansk, for a one-hour nationwide strike between 12:00 
and 13:00 on October 28. The strike, the resolution said, is designed to protest 
against the authorities failure to work out responses to solidarity's demands. 

By that time, work in all the factories will stop and street traffic will be halted. 


The solidarity spelled out its demands as improvement of food supplies, an end to 
the actions against union activists and establishment of a social council for the 
economy. 


The resolution stressed that if these demands are not met by the end of the month, 
the solidarity will organize "active strikes" in the coal mines and in the agencies 
for the purchase, processing and distribution of food. Union officials said "active 
strike’ could mean that workers would dispose of what they produced as the union 

saw fit. 


The resolution said, “The actions of the authorities are chaotic and are causing the 
situation to worsen, and they have lost the confidence of society." It demanded 
that the actions of the authorities be placed under public supervision. 


Government Asks Strike Cancellation

[Text] Warsaw, 25 Oct (XINHUA)--The Polish Government Committee for Union Relations 
issued a communique today, calling on the Solidarity Union to cancel the one-hour 
nationwide strike scheduled for next Wednesday. 











It said that bilateral talks will “lose all meaning" if the union does not cease its 


"policy of opposition in the form of strikes," for which the solidarity must "bear 
responsibilities." 


The communique, broadcast by the Polish News Agency PAP, referred to the deterior- 
ating conditions of supplies saying that in a one-year period, stocks of factory- 
made consumer goods fell by one-third, or 92 billion zlotys (2.36 million dollars). 
It said that at a time when there is a danger that the population will not be able 
to buy clothes and shoes for winter, solidarity has put the "pistol of strikes not 
only to the government's temple, but to the temple of the entire society." 


The communique expressed "deepest concern" over the situation and emphasized that 
anarchy cannot be tolerated. The "restraint and good will that the authorities 
have shown in their relations (with the union) have been interpreted as a sign of 
weakness and have been abused," it added. 


Referring to recent incidents in Katowice and Wroclaw, where police arrested sev- 
eral union activists for selling copies of union leaflets, the committee said that 
solidarity and its members "were not the object of any repression" and that they 
had "total latitude to pursue genuine union activities." However, "the government 
Cannot accept anything being placed above the law," especially "anti-government, 
anti-Soviet activities carried out against the primary interest of the people," 
the committee said. 


"The Council of Ministers demands an end to strikes in order to save society from 
their disastrous effects," it said, adding, "the responsibility for continuing the 
oppositionist policies of strikes rests fully with the extreme elements of the 
leadership" of the 9.5 million-member trade union. 


The committee, which had refused one of solidarity's major demands for putting to 
work a "council for the national economy," issued a new invitation to the union to 
negotiate in "mixed committee". It said that the best way was for the representa- 
tives of all the unions to sit at one table to expound their views and seek agree- 
ment on the improvement of supplies to the people. 


Besides, it was reported that the government had ordered special military squads 
of three or four into some 2,000 small villages and towns to "help solve local 
conflicts." 


Army To Assist Food Distribution

[Text] Warsaw, 27 Oct (XINHUA)--Several hundred operational groups of army offi- 
cers and soldiers have been founded on the order of the government, and started 
their work yesterday in 2,000 Polish towns and villages, reported the Polish News 
Agency PAP. 


Their duty would be to ensure that food supplies reach markets, to eliminate mis- 
management and waste and to prepare the country for winter. 


The troops would also assist with transport and ensure that essential supplies of 
coal get through to the foodstuff producers. 
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The Solidarity Union had said it would welcome any improvement in the supply situa- 
tion and that this was the main purpose of the troops at face value “unless the 
fact prove otherwise.” 


PAP also said the government was scheduled to send a special commissiq headed by 
Andrzej Jedynak, vice-chairman of the Council of Ministers, to investigate into 
losses caused by a strike at the sulphur mines and steel foundry in Tarnobrzeg 
Province. 


The commission would investigate harm done by the strike to the national economy and 
defence industry and would publish its findings, PAP added. 


Parties Condemn Strike Plan

Background Information

[Text] Beijing, 21 Oct (XINHUA)--Following is background information on the Asian 
conference of parliamentarians on population and development. 


l. Background of the Coaference 


Following the Bucharest conference on world population in 1974, which initially ex- 
plored the issue of population and development, parliamentarians of various coun- 
tries held three conferences on the subject: in Colombo, Sri Lanka, in August, 1979; 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, in September, 1980; and Nairobi, Kenya, in July, 1981. 


After the Colombo conference, Asian countries decided through consultationto hold 
the first Asian conference of parliamentarians on population and development in 

Beijing on October 27-30, 1981. For this purpose, the steering committee for the 
conference, which is composed of Japan, India, Sri Lanka, Malaysia and China, met 
in Tokyo in February and again in Beijing in June this year. The committee is to 
meet for the third time on October 26 to decide on the details of the conference. 


The conference has been supported by the United Nations Fund for Population Activ- 
ities [UNFPA] in finance and other matters. Rafael M. Salas, UNFPA executive di- 
rector, will attend the conference as a specially invited guest. 

2. Objectives and Themes of the Conference 

As is decided by the steering committee, the main themes of the conference are: 

to discuss the issue of population and development and the role of parliamentarians: 
to explore ways to expand international cooperatim among parliaments of various 
countries in population activities. 

The objectives of the conference are as follows: 


A. Evaluate current population programs and policies in the Asian countries; 


B. Explore ways to integrate population programs and policies with development 
programs ; 
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C. Promote regional and internationalcooperation in implementing population pro- 
grams ; 


D. Delineate the role of national, local and community organizations in imple- 
menting population programs; and 





E. Define the role of parliamentarians in implementing population policies and 
programs. 


The conference will hear some reports on special topics around the main themes, and 
will split into two committees to discuss in detail the integration of population 
with development and the program implementation at various levels. 


The conference will adopt a declaration on population and development. 
3. The Participants 


As is decided through consultation, any Asian country is qualified to apply for 
attendance at the conference if it has one of the three following qualifications: 


A. Member of the United Nations; 
B. Member of the Asian and Pacific group of the United Nations; and 
C. Following parliamentarism. 


To date, the parliaments of 18 Asian countries have decided to despatch delegates 
to the conference. Parliamentarians from Latin American, Africa and European coun- 
tries are also invited to the conference as observers. 


Population Control Stressed

[Text] Beijing, 28 OCT (XINHUA)--Parliamentarians of 12 countries exchanged exper- 
iences in population control and called for regional cooperation in solving this 
problem at the Asian conference of parliamentarians on population and development 
here this morning. 


Candra Bandara of Sri Lanka said his country's population growth rate has been re- 
duced to 17 per thousand from 26 per thousand in 1953 thanks to the efforts of the 
government. Population control has become an integral part of the government poli- 
cies. While carrying out family planning work at various levels, the government 
also cooperates with non-governmental organizations in this regard. A special organ 
was set up in 1978 for the purpose. 


He said, while controlling the growth of population, Sri Lanka also makes efforts 
to develop its economy. Once economy is developed, the problem of population 
growth will also be solved. 
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Datuk Abdullah Haji Ahmad, chairman of the Malaysian delegation, said Malaysia at- 
taches great importance to the population problem. The parliament passed the family 
planning law and worked out population policy in 1966 aimed at reducing the popula- 
tion growth rate of 3 per cent in that year to 2 per cent by 1985 and making the 
government to increase the average income of the people. 


He said the cooperation among the ASEAN countries in human resources and development 
are fruitful. 


He said population, resources and development are closely related and poverty can 
only be eliminated after a long-term balance of population and resources is achieved. 


He proposed that Asian countries should strengthen cooperation in international 
population activities and exchange information and experiences so as to deepen the 
understanding of the parliamentarians and people of the relations among resources, 
population and development. 


Boontium Khamapirad, chairman of the Thai delegation, said that his country is one 
with high birth rate. But in the ten years from 1970, when Thailand formulated a 
population policy, the birth rate was brought down from 32 per thousand to 18 per 
thousand in 1980. In the same period, the number of people practising family plan- 
ning rose five times. 


Thailand's efforts to contain its population enlisted the cooperation of the govern- 
ment and non-governmental organizations, in the form of training mid-wives and nurses 
and the supply of contraceptives. 


Dwelling on Singapore's successful effort to contain its population, Ow Chin Hock, 
chairman of the Singapore delegation, said that his country's natural growth rate 
has come down from 4.7 percent in 1957 to 1.2 percent in 1980. His country plans to 
bring it further down to zero percent by the year of 2030. 


Singapore's objective is to continue to improve the living standards of the people, 
he said. That is why we advocate that each couple should have two children by 
disseminating the advantages of family planning. At the same time we abrogate the 
anti-abortion law and encourage women to take part in labor. On the other hand, 
Singapore expands its educational establishments so that the literacy in the country 
accounted for 84 percent of the population in 1980 as against 72 percent in 1970. 
All these measures, he said, helped promote economic development which [was] main- 
tained at a rate of 9.14 percent throughout the 1970s. at 
When Carmencita 0. Reyes, chairman of the Philippine delegation, took the floor, 

she briefed on the medium-term and long-range population plans her country formulated, 
with a view to reducing the growth rate to 2 percent by 1985. To this end, she said, 
we call for the close coordination among all government organs. We have to adopt 
non-compulsory measures. 


Radhe Shyam Kamaro of the Nepalese delegation noted that manpower is one of the 
important resources but it also consumes all the benefits of the development. There- 
fore, Nepal has adopted a comprehensive population growth program to bring down the 
birth rate, control migration and set up necessary facilities such as hospitals 

and houses to attract more people to the western parts of the country. 
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Eisaku Sumi from Japan said that the population problem is a very complicated issue 
and each country should adopt its own policy in the light of its cultural, geological 
and economic conditions. But the Asian countries should cooperate with one another, 
exchange views and deepen the understanding of this problem so that the population 
problems in Asia can be solved step by step. 





Jordanian parliament member Said Suraikat pointed out that the solution to the rapid 
population growth will be conducive to the defence of world peace. All countries 
must cooperate on this issue, lie said. The Jordanian Government, he said, is ready 
to exchange experience and views with other countries on the ways to solve housing, 
education and labor force migration. He proposed that a regional parliamentary 
organization should be set up for this purpose. 


Delegates from some countries said that although there is no serious population 
problems in their countries, they promise to attach more attention to it. 


The chairman of the Maldives delegation, Abdul Sattar, noted, although my country 
is small and free from a population problem, we in the Maldives pay great attention 
to family planning. We also adopt positive measures to improve the health of the 
people and lower the infant mortality rate. 


Hisham Sati from Syria said his country has no national Yopulation policy yet. But 
it is necessary to pay attention to the manpower problem in the course of develop- 
ment, to strengthen adult education and improve maternal and child care facilities. 
At present, Syria, he said, should speed up the development of its rural areas and 
work for a better distribution of the population. 


Mohammad Yazdi, chairman of the Iranian delegation, presented his views on the popu- 
lation in the name of Islamism. He said, to solve the problem of population and 
development, it is first of all necessary to raise the cultural level of the people 
and pay attention to the health of the women and children. 


This afternoon the conference broke into group discussions.

THAI FOREIGN MINISTER SAYS SRV THREAT TO ASIA

today that the peace, progress and stability in Southeast Asia “has been jeopardized 
by the Vietnamese invasion and occupation of Kampuchea”. 





Speaking at a press conference and subsequently to the Argentine Council for Inter- 
national Relations here Sitthi, who arrived here Monday for a three-day visit, gave 
his views on the situation in Southeast Asia, Thailand's position on the Kampuchean 
question and development of bilateral relations between Thailand and Argentina. 


He said that Vietnam is pursuing military adventures in Kampuchea with the support 
of a major power at an estimated cost of 3.5 million U.S. dollars a day and, in 
return, that power obtains a foothold in the region enabling it for the first time 
to project its power into the strategically important region. 


Sitthi referred to two encouraging developments this year on the Kampuchean prob- 
lem--the UN conference in July which adopted the framework for a political solu- 
tion and the meeting in September of three Kampuchean nationalist groups which 
issued a declaration to work together to free their country from foreign domination 
and restore the Kampuchean people's right to self-determination. 


Sitthi reiterated that Vietnam must withdraw its troops from Kampuchea under UN 
supervision and self-determination should be restored through free election in 
Kampuchea. 


In the long run, Kampuchea should be an independent and netural country free from 
intervention by other countries, he added 


Sitthi met with Argentine President Roberto Viola and signed with his Argentine 


counterpart Oscar Camilion a scientific and technical agreement between the two 
countries.

UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY DEBATE ON KAMPUCHEA REPORTED 
Philippines’ Romulo Speaks

[Text] United Nations, 19 Oct (XINHUA)--Carlos P. Romulo. foreign minister of the 
Philippines, this morning again called for the immediate withdrawal of all foreign 
forces from Kampuchea and for a political settlement of the Kampuchean prvblen. 


Speaking at the UN General Assembly which began consideration of the situation in 
Kampuchea today, Romulo observed that the international conference on Kampuchea 
convened last July “offers the most practicable way of achieving a political set- 
tlement of the Kampuchean problem." 


He said the elements for a comprehensive settlement identified by the declaration 
adopted by the conference are: an agreement on a ceasefire and withdrawal of all 
foreign forces from Kampuchea in the shortest possible time under United Nations 
verification; holding of free elections in Kampuchea under UN supervision; and 
appropriate arrangements for the maintenance of law and order prior to the estab- 
lishment: of a new government resulting from the elections. 


Romulo noted the international community had declared its readiness to negotiate 

an end to the intolerable situation in Kampuchea. "We hcape that those who have 
remained unyielding will soon give us their positive response." He said, the 
international community had received the Laos memorandum. But nowhere in the memo- 
randum was there any mention of the situation in Kampuchea, which was everywhere 
admitted to be the main destabilizing factor in the region. 


"The regional conference envisaged in the Phnom Penh proposals is not acceptable," 
he declared, "firstly, because it is not intended to deal primarily with the con- 
flict in Kampuchea; secondly, because such conflict, by Vietnam's own admissicn, 
involved countries within the region as well as extra-regional powers, and, there- 
fore, would not offer an adequate framework for a comprehensive political settle- 
ment; and thirdly, because it will be outside the aegis of the United Nations." 


Romulo emphasized that the armed intervention and subsequent occupation of 

Kampuchea by foreign forces constituted a gross violation of the UN Charter and 
international law. The General Assembly could not reward the fruits of open aggres- 
sion.

Kirkpatrick Cited on SRV Role

[Text] United Nations, 19 Oct (XINHUA)--Jeane Kirkpatrick, U.S. permanent repre- 
sentative to the United Nations, today sternly condemned the Soviet-backed Vietnam- 
ese aggression against Kampuchea. 


Addressing the plenary meeting of the UN General Assembly this morning, Kirkpatrick 
declared that "in each of its two preceding sessions, the General Assembly, by 
overwhelming majorities, has found the Socialist Republic of Vietnam in violation 

of the fundamental provisions of the United Nations Charter." She said, "Vietnamese 
forces and administrators stand above the law. They deny all human rights to the 
conquered Khmer people." 


She said the people of Kampuchea were not the only victims of Vietnam's aggression, 
the people of Vietnam itself, indeed all the people of Southeast Asia, "suffer from 
the oppressive tyranny of the Vietnamese Government." 


Kirkpatrick observed that "the pursuit of an unpopular war has caused widespread 
misery within Vietnam; and imperialist adventures have necessitated escalation of 
the already scandalous level of oppression inside Vietnam." 


The people of Southeast Asia, she continued, "face a precarious future as their 
governments divert resources sorely needed for development to strengthen their de- 
fenses against the possibility of further Vietnamese expansionism." 


Repudiating the false arguments presented by the Vietnamese to cover up their ag- 
gression, she said, "Vietnamese efforts to justify their invasion and occupation of 
Kampuchea are both disingenous and incredible, and only serve to bring their nation 
into further disrepute." 


She pointed out that "the Vietnamese invasion of Kampuchea is strikingly, tragical- 
ly analogous to the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan." '"Indeed,'' she added, "the 
new imperialism can be recognized everywhere by its aggressiveness, its violence, 
its contempt for truth.” 


"No arguments, however artfully constructed," she stressed, "could possibly ob- 
scure the reality that the Government of Vietnam, financed and supported by the 
Soviet Union, has conquered a member state of this organization." 


In conclusion, she called on the Government of Vietnam and its Soviet patron to 
"heed this Assembly's urgent plea for justice and compassion, and to join in 
negotiations designed to resolve the tragic plight of the people in Kampuchea and 
end the threat to the peace and stability in Southeast Asta." 

Thailand's UN Envoy

[Text] United Nations, 19 Oct (XINHUA)--Phiraphongse Kasemsi, permanent repre- 
sentative of Thailand to the United Nations, reitereated at the General Assembly's 
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meeting this afternoon that "Vietnam has no right or legitimate reason to try to 
impose a military solution in Kampuchea on the Kampuchean people." 


Kasemsi said, "The Kampuchean people should be allowed to exercise their right to 
self-determination, free from foreign occupation and without foreign intervention 
or coercion." 


He emphasized that as long as the Vietnamese forces are not completely withdrawn 
from Kampuchea, the Kampuchean people cannot exercise this right freely. "This 

is why the so-called ‘'elections', held in Kampuchea earlier this year, were nothing 
more than a sham, as they were conducted under the shadow of foreign occupying 
forces and without the full participation of the Kampuchean people," he added. 


Kasemsi said: "The problem of Kampuchean refugees as a tragic consequence of Viet- 
namese military actions cannot be effectively solved without a comprehensive poli- 
tical settlement. As long as foreign troops continue illegally to occupy Kampuchea 
and thus the fighting is prolonged, there is little hope of finding a truly effec- 
tive and durable solution to the Kampuchean refugee problem." 


He extended support for the formation of a coalition by Samdech Sihanouk, Son Sann 
and Khieu Samphan against the Vietnamese invaders. "So long as Vietnam persists 
in its attempt to impose its military might on the Kampuchean people, there is no 
alternative but to recognize the legitimacy of the struggle by Kampuchean patriots 
to free their country from foreign occupation and illegal presence, in order to 
exercise their right to self-determination without outside interference or co- 
ercion," he said. 


Referring to the international conference on Kampuchea, Kasemsi said, "The declara- 
tion and resolution of the conference offer a reasonable framework for a compre- 
hensive political settlement of the Kampuchean problem." It was because, first 

and foremost, "the right of the Kampuchean people to self-determination and the 
right for Kampuchea to exist as truly free and independent country are recognized 
and constitute the most vital element of the solution," he added. 


He hoped that the draft resolution on the situation in Kampuchea sponsored by 
ASEAN and other countries be adopted by the General Assembly. 


SRV Withdrawal Asked

[Text] United Nations, 19 Oct (XINHUA)--Speakers at the 36th session of the UN 
General Assembly today called for urgent measures to ensure the immediate with- 


drawal of Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea and allow the Kampuchean people to de- 
cide their own future without foreign interference. 


The General Assembly discussed the Kampuchean situation for the third time because 
Vietnam defies the resolutions it adopted at its last two sessions condemning 
Vietnam's armed intervention and calling for its immediate withdrawal from Kam- 
puchea. 











Pakistani representative Niaz A. Naik told the General Assembly chat the people 

of Pakistan felt special concern over the Kampuchean tragedy. "There is a close 
parallel between the situation in Kampuchea and that in Afghanistan, which poses a 
grave danger to the stability of our region and to international peace," he declared. 


"The situation in Kampuchea is not a regional ,uestion; it concerns the violation 
of a fundamental principle of international law and its remedy is an international 
responsibility," he noted. 


Japanese representative Masahiro Nisibori said that "the only way to restore a 
lasting peace to Kampuchea and to ensure the peace and security of the region is to 
allow the Kampuchean people to freely choose their own political future without 
fear of foreign intervention." He suggested that all parties and state concerned 
take part in negotiations for the withdrawal of foreign forces and the holding of 
free elections under UN supervision. 


Speaking on behalf of the ten member governments of the European community, Douglas 
Hurd, minister of state for foreign and commonwealth affairs of the United King- 
dom, expressed the belief that a solution to the Cambodian problem must be _ bdased 
on an independent and neutral Cambodia, with a genuinely representative government, 
free from any foreign military presence and maintaining friendly relations with 
all countries of the region." He stressed that "complete withdrawal of Vietnam- 
ese forces is an essential step in returning Cambodia to normality." 


He added: "It is in theinterests of all to insist on the inadmissibility of for- 
eign interference and intervention in the internal affairs of a sovereign state." 


Thomas Klestil of Austria said: "The international community has to assume the 
responsibility to restore to the Kampuchean people their basic right of self- 
determination, of deciding their own political future freely, without outside co- 
ercion and interference." 


Manuel Trucco, representative of Chile, pointed out that the Vietnamese invasion 
concerned the entire world community, especially the non-aligned developing coun- 
tries. 


The representative of Vietnam, Ha Van Lau, in his speech tried hard to justify Viet- 
nam's aggression of Kampuchea and talked glibly about the so-called "threat from 
China" in a vain attempt to divert world public attention. 


Continued Struggle Vowed

He condemned the Vietnamese aggressors for massacring entire villages and using 
toxic chemical to subdue Kampuchean people. 


Thiounn Prasith restated that a peaceful settlement of the Kampuchean problem must 
include the following three points: total and unconditional withdrawal of Vietnam-- -- 
ese troops from Kampuchea; free elections held under UN supervision; and guarantees 
for an independent, united, peaceful, neutral and non-aligned Kampuchea by the 
international community and the United Nations. He stressed: "The total withdrawal 
of Vietnamese forces is a prerequisite for the settlement of the problem. The 
Kampuchean conflict is, first of all, a conflict between the aggressors and the 
aggressed." 


Thiounn Prasith also said that the Government of Democratic Kampuchea would make 
unremitting efforts for the realization of a firm, lasting national unity. 


He called on all countries in Southeast Asia to promote peace and stability of the 
region. 


SRV Occupation Opposed

[Text] United Nations, 20 Oct (XINHUA)--Tan Sri Zainal Abidin bin Sulong, perma- 
nent representative of Malaysia to the United Nations, declared today that "any, 
attempt to force the acceptance of Heng Samrin in Kampuchea and to perpetuate the 
presence of Vietnamese forces in the country, contrary to the resolutions of the 
UN General Assembly, can only prolong the Kampuchean conflict and the resultant 
instability for the entire region." 


Addressing the morning session of the General Assembly, he said, "The need for an 
early solution could not be overemphasized as any undue delay will only exacerbate 
the situation in Kampuchea where the forces of the legal government of Democratic 
Kampuchea is waging an armed guerrilla resistance against the occupation forces of 
Vietnam." 


Due to the presence of around 200,000 Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea, he warned 
that “the potential for further spill-over of the fighting into neighbouring 
states, especially Thailand, therefore remains real and serious, as it has shown 
to be in the last two and a half years since Vietnamese forees marched into Kan- 
puchea and overthrew the legitimate government of that country.” 


He rejected Vietnamese suggestions for a solution on a regional basis through re- 
gional consultations. "Such suggestions," he remarked, "which are clearly in- 
tended to legitimize Vietnam's action in Kampuchea and to gain recognition for 
the Heng Samrin authorities in Phnom Penh." 
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Anwar Sani, permanent representative of Indonesia to the' United Nations, said his 
government's position on the question of Kampuchea remained the same as expressed 
in the joint statement of the ASEAN foreign ministers issued on January 12, 1979. 


The statement, he added, "strongly deplored the armed intervention against the 
independence, sovereignty and territorial integrity of Kampuchea", "affirmed the 
right of the Kampuchean people to determine their future by themselves free from 
interference or influence from outside powers in the exercise of their right to 
self-determination, and called for the immediate withdrawal of the foreign forces 
from the Kampuchean territory."

Slavia, Zaire and Mauritania continued to call for the immediate withdrawal of 
foreign troops from Kampuchea and appealed the United Nations to exert all efforts 
to bring about a just and comprehensive settlement of the Kampuchean problem when 
the debate on the situation in Kampuchea entered its second day. 


Representative of Nepal Uddav Deo Bhatt declared that Nepal would reaffirm its 
conviction that "the withdrawal of foreign troops from Kampuchea and granting to 

the Kampuchean people their right to self-determination are essential conditions for 
a just and durable settlement of the Kampuchean problem." 


Expressing the grave concern of his country over the situation in Kampuchea, he 
pointed out the situation had given rise to tension tending to seriously endanger 
peace and stability of the entire region of Southeast Asia. 


He said that a powerful neighbour through massive intervention had installed a 
pliant regime there and the Kampuchean people had been grieviously denied of their 
inalienable right to determine their political destiny freely as a result of ex- 
ternal interference and coercion. "Vietnam's pleas to justify its armed inter- 
vention in Kampuchea cannot be accepted on any ground and by any standard," he 
noted. 


Representative of Egypt Ahmad E. ‘Abd al-Meguid reiterated Egypt's support for the 
just cause of the people of Kampuchea, and supported the principles that rejected 
the use of force and resisted outside aggression of a foreign military power. 


Egypt called for a cease-fire and withdrawal of all foreign troops from Kampuchea 
in accordance with the principles of the UN Charter and within a specified time- 
frame, he said. 


Raouf Sa'id, representative of Tunisia, said that the installation by force of a 
new regime in Phnom Penh gravely affected the stability of the region. It was 
intolerable that one country should be able to determine the nature of a neigh- 
bouring country's government. 


Ignac Golob, representative of Yugoslavia, pointed out that the situation in Kam- 
puchea was at the core of the crisis in Southeast Asia. The principles of 
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non-interference, non-intervention, withdrawal of foreign troops and the inviolabi- 
lity of the right of peoples to decide their own destiny, "are the only basis on 
which a lasting and just political solution of this and other crisis in the world 
could be sought." 


He said that the crisis in Kampuchea surpassed by far the borders of the country and 
of Southeast Asia by its implication and impact on a broader international scale. 


Sri Lanka, Zaire and Mauritania expressed their support for the draft resolution 
sponsored by the ASEAN and other Third World countries. They believe that the 

draft would be a solid base for a just and comprehensive political settlement of 
the Kampuchean problem. 


Negotiated Settlement Asked

urged all parties concerned to seek a negotiated settlement of the Kampuchea problem 
in order to put an end to Vietnam's military occupation of Kampuchean and to bring 
peace and stability to Southeast Asia when they spoke at the plenary meeting of the 
UN General Assembly today. 


Australian representative H. D. Anderson said that his government regarded the 
methods employed by Vietnam to install a puppet administration in Kampuchea "as 
totally unacceptable" and regarded "the Heng Samrin regime, whose authority depends 
entirely on the presence of the Vtetnamese occupatdon forces, as illegal and un- 
representative of the Khmer people." He called for the complete withdrawal of for- 
eign forces and the free exercise by the Kampuchean people of their right to self- 
determination. | 


Representative of New Zealand H. H. Francis stated: “Kampuchea now, as then, is 

an occupied country. It is ruled by a regime which was imposed by foreign armed 

forces in violation of the basic principle of the UN Charter." He declared that 

his country supported efforts to bring about a comprehensive political settlement 
that would bring peace and relief to the people of Kampuchea. 


Representative of Norway Ole Algard declared: "We urge the Government of Vietnam 
to withdraw their military forces, and we call upon all parties concerned to enter 
a negotiation process in a constructive manner, so that the troubled region of 
Southeast Asia could develop into a zone of peace, freedom and stability." 


He stressed that "a political solution must ensure the right of all Kampucheans 
to determine their own future without foreign interference in accordance with the 
UN Charter." 


Representative of Canada Gerard Pelletier noted: "Vietnam has publicly rejected 
the United Nations' efforts and has ignored various international appeals for it to 
cooperate not only with its neighbours in Southeast Asia but also with the inter- 
national community as a whole. In this regard, Vietnam's position is not only un- 
fortunate, it is tragic." 
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Representative of Sweden Anders Thunborg demanded a dialogue between the parties 
concerned for real progress toward an acceptable negotiated settlement of the Kam- 
puchea problem. He pointed out that “the dialogue must involve not only the neigh- 
bours of Kampuchea but also others whose interests are directly concerned." 


He said: "The Soviet Union and the United States should facilitate a solution by 
allowing their attitudes and actions to be guided by a search for lasting stability 
in the region rather than the pursuit of strategic advantage." He called for the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops from Kampuchea and the recognition of the Kam- 
puchean people's right to determine their own destiny without coercion or inter- 
ference.

[Text] United Nations, 21 Oct (XINHUA)--The 36th UN General Assembly today adopted 
a resolution on "the situation in Kampuchea" by an overwhelming majority, which 
again emphasizes the necessity of withdrawal of all foreign forces from Kampuchea. 


The draft resolution, co-sponsored by ASEAN and 32 other nations, was endorsed by a 
vote of 100 to 25, 3 affirmative votes more than last year and 9 more than the year 
before. 


Adoption of this resolution, the third one on "the situation in Kampuchea" by the 
General Assembly, further beefs up the momentum to press Vietnam to end its mili- 
tary occupation of Kampuchea. 


Vietnam and the Soviet Union voted against the resolution just as they did in the 
previous two assembly sessions. 


The present resolution reaffirms the previous two ones [as received] and calls for 
their full implementation. 


It deplores that "foreign armed intervention continues and that foreign forces 
have not been withdrawn from Kampuchea, thus causing continuing hostilities in that 
country and seriously threatening international peace and security." 


It expresses the deep concern that "the continuing deployment of foreign forces in 
Kampuchea near the Thai-Kampuchean border has heightened tension in the region." 


It reiterates the conviction that "the withdrawal of all foreign forces from Kam- 
puchea, the restoration and preservation of its independence, sovereignty and ter- 
ritorial integrity, the right of the Kampuchean people to determine their own 
destiny and the commitment by all states to non-interference and non-intervention 
in the internal affairs of Kampuchea are the principal components of any just and 
lasting solution to the Kampuchean problem." 


It decides to reconvene the international conference on Kampuchea at an appropriate 
time and include in the provisional agenda of the 37th General Assembly session 
the item entitled "The Situation in Kampuchea".

[Text] United Nations, 21 Oct (XINHUA)--Greater opposition to the Vietnamese occu- 
pation of Kampuchea and increased insistence on the withdrawal of Vietnamese troops 
from the country was the keynote of the UN General Assembly debate on the situation 
in Kampuchea which ended this morning. 


Permanent representative of Singapore T.T. B. Koh said the ASEAN countries "would 
like the Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea to be withdrawn from that country and to 
restore to its people the right to determine their own future." 

Refuting Vietnam's charge that the international conference on Kampuchea was "a 
gross interference in the internal affairs of Kampuchea," Koh said, "The very pur- 
pose of the conference is to negotiate an end to foreign interference in the inter- 
nal affairs of that country." 


He stated, "Vietnam has committed the most serious form of violation in the internal 
affairs of Kampuchea. It launched a large-scale military invasion of that country, 
overthrew its government and imposed a puppet regime on its people." 


He stressed that the use of force by one state against another and acts of inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of another country "are never justifiable." It 
would be a very dangerous doctrine if accepted it. [sentence as received] 


On the so-called election held last May, he pointed out that it could not be con- 
sidered as free and democratic because it was held under the onus of the invading 
army and because patriotic Kampucheans, opposed to the Vietnamese occupation of 
their country, were not allowed to vote. 


He reitereated that the ASEAN countries rejected the proposal of Vietnam, Laos and 
the Heng Samrin regime for a regional dialogue with the ASEAN countries. 


The representative of Bangladesh Anwarul K. Choudhury urged an immediate withdrawal 
of foreign forces from Kampuchea to allow the Kampuchean people to choose their 
government freely without outside military pressure. He said that Bangladesh re- 
jected all forms of interference in any nation's affairs and condemned the use of 
force against the political independence and territorial integrity of any state. 


Koffi Adjoyi, representative of Togo, said that Togo condemned any situation of 
conflict and supported all efforts for peace. Togo opposed any attempts to achieve 
hegemony, and was gravely disturbed by the invasion of Kampuchea. 


He declared any solution in Kampuchea must include the withdrawal of all foreign 
troops and the holding of free elections under United Nations’ supervision. No 
fait accompli could be accepted in Kampuchea. 


The representative of Senegal Massamba Sarre said that the problem of Kampuchea was 
one of law, the principles of non-intervention, sovereignty and political independ- 
ence and the question of the non-use of force in settling the problems of any 
State. Senegal supports the Kampuchean people in their quest for a peaceful solu- 
tion, he added.

"The best means to surpass the existing impasse is a phase-by-phase movement, that 
is, from an informal level to a more official level, but that also calls for a 
clear signal from the PLO of its intentions on the question of peace," he added. 


Brzezinski expressed his belief that the Soviet Union “is not concerned with the 
search for a just and peaceful solution to the Middle East conflict but is concerned 
with keeping the tension in the region in order to gain a foothold in some of the 
Arab states." "I believe Moscow is using the Palestinian case to further its own 
strategies" in the Middle East, he said.

He also stressed that the realiza- 
tion of such an agreement requires maximum flexibility on thepart of Israel, espec- 
ially after the assassination of al-Sadat on October 6. 


Mubarak also said that an agreement on the autonomy would enable other Arab coun- 
tries to participate in the peace talks. 


Mubarak also affirmed in the interview his determination to abstain from launching 
propaganda campaigns against Arab states which reject the peace process because he 
wants to improve relations with these countries. "However, we will do it under 
conditions," he said. "We are not going to put aside our peace treaty, the Camp 
David agreements or our relations with Israel for the sake of regaining relations 
with other Arabs." 


He also pointed out that when a Palestinian state is established there should be 
strict measures taken to prevent a foreign presence there under any circumstances. 


"Of course," he stressed, "we shall not agree to Russian presence in the area. 
Whenever we reach a conclusion about any kind of Palestinian state, we should give 
the Palestinians the opportunity to decide for themselves." 


He said that there was no tension along the borders between Egypt and Libya, adding 
that according to the information he has received, "calm prevails along the Sudan- 
Chad borders." He emphasized that Egypt is not planning an attack on any Arab 
country, including Libya. 


Mubarak also said that he was determined to visit Israeli leaders by the end of this 
year or early next year.

HAROLD BROWN VIEWS 'UNFAVORABLE' DEFENSE TRENDS

[Text] Tokyo, 21 Oct (XINHUA)--Former U.S. Defense Secretary Harold Brown yester- 
day urged the Western countries to pay attention to military balance and reverse 
the present trend unfavourable to the West. 


He said that in the last 15 years, the trend of military balance between the two 
camps of the East and the West has been developing in a direction unfavourable to 
the West and in military terms the Soviet Union has got an upperhand. 


Brown made these remarks at a forum sponsored by NIHON KEIZAI SHIMBUN, LTD. and 
the Japanese Economic Research Centre here. 


He noted that in the field of strategic nuclear weapons, the Soviet Union is at a 
par with the West with U.S. as its centre. It is superior to the West in ground- 
to-ground missiles. As for the naval forces, the West is evidently superior to the 
Soviet Union. However, this superiority has been offset to certain degree by the 
West's greater dependency on sea routes for supplies as compared with the Soviet 
Union. Soviet ground forces are obviously superior in Europe and Asia. 


Referring to growing Soviet threat, Brown said the Soviet military strength directed 
against Japan has exceeded that of Japan by a big margin, and the military strength 
in the West Pacific should therefore be strengthened in every way. The security 

of Northeast Asia is important to the United States, and even more to Japan. Japan 
should shoulder in this region a responsibility greater than that of the United 
States and the West European countries. 


Brown said that Japan-U.S. relations cannot be called reliable in a long-term point 
of view if they are based only on economic competition and absolute reliance on the 
U.S. for unilateral security guarantee. [sentence as received] He urged the two 
countries to come to an agreement on how to share the responsibility for security 
guarantee through bilateral consultations.

At the same time Enrile directed that private security guards hired by universities 
and colleges be prohibited from detaining students and interfering with their activ- 
ities.

"We must begin with a clean slate to have an ideal working atmo- 
sphere between us," he said. 


In the past months the students complained about "the increasing militarization of 
student campuses". A rally held by some 3,000 students on October 7, demanding the 
lift of campus militarization, led to a clash between the students and policemen 
with 150 injured and 9 students arrested. 


Since then Enrile has met twice with student leaders while more dialogues are 
expected to be held. 


Enrile also ordered yesterday the dropping of charges against the nine students ar- 
rested during the October 7 rally. With regard to rallies that might be held in 
the future, it was reported that he "ordered the superintendents of all four police 
districts in metro Manlia not to use force during the student rallies and to use 

it only, to a certain degree, in connection with their peace-keeping duties."

"Our position at the meeting will be that statements of good intentions will not be 
enough," he said, adding that France would pose a series of "concrete questions" 
that "will aim at concrete compromise." 


The French president arrived here yesterday for a three-day official visit and to 
attend the Cancun summit on North-South relations. 


Speaking at a banquet given in his honour here yesterday, the French president de- 
clared that his country intends to "contribute to the development of the Third World, 
a development which is in our eyes not a threat but an opportunity to grasp." 


He stressed "the gravity of the present gulf" between the rich and poor nations. 


Mexican President Jose Lopez Portillo, who hosted the banquet, pointed out in a 
toast that "international economic relations must be governed by a fundamental 
principle: the shared responsibility of all countries for the plight of the weakest 
and most disadvantaged among them." 


President Mitterrand arrived in Mexico after talks with U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
in Washington. U.S. Treasury Secretary Donald Regan told reporters at a White 
House briefing today that President Reagan still believed that world economic growth 
could be fostered better through private enterprise than government-managed eco- 
nomies.

[Text] Islamabad, 19 Oct (XINHUA)-—Pakistan President Ziaul Haq today urged India 
to respond to his proposal for holding talks on the conclusion of a non-aggression 
treaty between the two countries. 


Speaking at a press conference in Peshawar, the president disclosed that the pro- 
posal was put forth verbally through diplomatic channels. He added if New Delhi is 
reluctant to respond just because the proposal is not in a written form, he would 
send an official message to Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 


According to an announcement of the Pakistan Foreign Office last month, Pakistan 
has formally accepted a 3,200 million U.S. dollar package deal for economic and 
military sales from the United States. 


On the U.S. delay in arms supply to Pakistan to strengthen its defense capability, 
Ziaul Haq said that Pakistan had informed the U.S. of its public opinion and the 
Reagan Administration was working to get Congressional approval of the package 
deal. 


The president pointed out that Afghanistan's August 24 proposal did not reflect 
any particular change in its basic position. However, he added, there was some 


flexibility as compared with its previous rigid attitude. 


Pakistan's endeavours for a political solution to the Afghan issue were as visible 
as daylight, he stated.

JAPAN LEADERS REVIEW NORTH-SOUTH, MIDEAST ISSUES

[Text] Tokyo, 19 Oct (XINHUA)--The Japanese Government met here this morning to 
consider the position it is going to take in the forthcoming summit of North-South 
dialogue. The meeting also discussed the world situation in general and the Middle 
East situation in particular following the assassination of Egyptian President al- 
Sadat, local news agencies reported. 


The meeting decided that Japan's stand at the North-South summit is to promote the 
dovernment's development aid to developing countries and contribute to solving the 
problems of food, agriculture and personnel training for the developing countries. 
Japan would consider to mediate between the North and the South. 


About the fiscal 1982 budget, Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki said that in order to 
ensure Japan's integrated security, the Japanese Government has always worked for 
the integrity of its policy. Even if the financial budget for the next year does 
not increase, the government would give priority attention to budgetary funds for 
economic cooperation, energy, national defense and grain. 


In his report on the international situation, Foreign Minister Sunao Sonoda said 
that to guarantee pleace and security in the Middle East after the passing away of 
the late Egyptian President al-Sadat, the most urgent task is to ensure Egypt's 
stability. In order to help the new Egyptian Government, Japan will safeguard and 
expand its close ties with Egypt in the fields of personnel exchanges and cultural 
and economic cooperation. 


Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki will fly to Mexico tomorrow for the summit of North-

W. EUROPEANS CONDEMN U.S., USSR ON NORTH-SOUTH

[Text] Rome, 18 Oct (XINHUA)--A two-day international symposium on the North-South 
dialogue, held by a number of statesmen from the West European countries in Florence, 
Italy, ended yesterday. The participants agreed that West European countries should 
play a more active role in the North-South dialogue. 


Speakers condemned the Soviet Union and the United States for creating obstacles in 
the way of negotiation. Gaston Thorn, chairman of the European Economic Community 
Commission, criticized the Soviet Union for its refusal to take part in the Cancun 
summit. He said that the Soviet Union claimed that the policy of cooperation could 
only mean a compensation for the losses brought about in the colonial period. There- 
fore, the Soviet Union has no need to make any effort in this field. Thorn pointed 
out, "Not all the Southern countries are colonies, nor all the Northern countries 

are colonial powers. Isn't the Soviet Union today the only colonial power both at 
home and abroad?" 


Thorn was delighted that China would attend the Cancun meeting. 


He also criticized American President Ronald Reagan for proposing to apply market 
principle in the relations with the developing co ..itries. Thorn said that this 
would neither promote the harmonious development of the international economic sys- 
tem nor be helpful to a balanced development of the Third World. 


Italian Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo pointed out that Europeans were more willing 
than other countries to establish a close relationship with the developing countries 
because of historical links and economic character. He said that the most advanced 
form of cooperation at present was the one defined by the Lome agreement. Italy 

has proposed a comprehensive negotiation with the participation of as many coun- 
tries as possible within the United Nations in order to benefit their economic de- 
velopment. He also said that Italy would suggest convening an international meet- 
ing in Rome within the EEC so as to formulate a program of action to tackle 
starvation, malnutrition and other issues. 


Some speakers pointed out that the developing countries should not copy the culture 
and production pattern of the developed countries since the models of capitalism 
and the Soviet Union have both failed.

LUNS, BROWN ADDRESS ATLANTIC INSTITUTE CONFERENCE

[Text] Brussels, 24 Oct (XINHUA)--The 20th anniversary conference of the Atlantic 
Institute for International Affairs closei here this afternoon with speakers call- 
ing for vigilance against the Soviet military buildup and the danger of pacifism and 
unilateral disarmament. 


Mr J. Luns, NATO's secretary general, took in his address the harmonization of 

three vital elements for the overall health of NATO: military capability, political 
cooperation, and public commitment. He pointed out that NATO currently finds itself 
in an unhappy and potentially quite dangerous situation. The Soviets have conconm- 
itantly achieved superiority in long-range theatre nuclear forces and have added 
inexorably to their long-standing advantages in conventional military strength 

while dramatically closing the qualitative gap that NATO has traditionally relied 
upon to offset those Soviet advantages. However, he suggested that care must be 
taken particularly in Europe not to frighten the citizenry into a sense of impotence 
or despair. 


Mr H. Brown, former U.S. defense secretary, expressed in his speech concern over the 
occasional outbursts of anti-Americanism in Europe. He stressed that it will be a 
much more serious matter if the U.S. Government fails to recognize arms limitation 
aS a major component of national security, and ignores its European allies" repre- 
sentations on a matter so important to them politically. It will be equally 
serious if European governments fail to support theater nuclear force modernization 
which many of them urged on the United States. Mr Brown urged the West to stop 
quarreling among themselves and sustain cohesion and morale. In view of the West's 
reliance on the raw materials of the Third World countries, he suggested that the 
West must respond to the South with government aid, and also with more investment 
and more willingness to import. 


Dr Manfred Woerner, chairman of the Defence Committee of Bundestag of the Federal 
Republic of Germany, dwelt mainly on the “peace movement" in West Europe. He em- 
phasized that pacifism and unilateral disarmament are not a guarantee of peace. To 
Western Eruope, he stressed, neutralism means prophylactic capitulation. And with- 
out the United States a policy of preventing war by deterrence based upon the 
balance of forces is impossible either in or for Europe. 
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Gaston Thorn, the OECD Secretary General Emile van Lennep, and leader of the British 
House of Commons Francis Pym.

The week of solidarity is of special significance this year, since it commences on 
the fifteenth anniversary of the adoption by the UN General Assembly of the resolu- 
tion (October 1966) by which the assembly terminated South Africa's mandate for 
Namibia and assumed direct responsibility for the territory. 


Kurt Waldheim said UN Security Council resolution 435 (1978) "must remain the 
basis for the achievement of Namibia's independence and that it should be imple- 
mented without further delay." 


He said the situation in Namibia “has reached a critical and dangerous point, and 
its continuation will be at the peril of peace in the region." 


Ismat T. Kittani (Iraq), president of the current UN General Assembly, in his speech 
called for the condemnation of the policy of the Government of South Africa, which 
continued to frustrate the Namibian people and deny their aspirations. 


Chairmen of various UN committees and representatives from many countries also 
denounced the continued illegal occupation of Namibia by the South African racist 
regime and reaffirmed their support for the Namibian people's ctruggle for early 
independence. 


The programme for the observance of the week of solidarity includes commemorative 
statements, a photographic display and the screening of films on Namibia.

"XINHUA" ON MEXICO'S FINANCIAL, POLITICAL USE OF OIL

[Text] Beijing, 25 Oct (XINHUA correspondent )--With the oil industry leading the 
way, Mexico's growing economy has enabled the country to increase cooperation with 
other Latin American countries and play a bigger role in international affairs. 


The expansion of the oil industry has brought about a fresh "take-off" of the na- 
tional economy. Before 1977, Mexico's economy was in straits under the impact of the 
economic crisis in the world. In 1976, the country's Gross National Product rose 

by only 1.6 per cent, much lower than the population growth rate of 3.7 per cent 

that year. After coming to power, President Jose Lopez Portillo gave first prior- 
ity to the development of the oil industry as a lever to vitalize the country's 
economy. Now, with proved deposits of 72 billion barrels of oil, Mexico ranks 

first in oil production in Latin America and the fourth biggest oil producer in the 
world. Export earnings from oil rose sharply from 3,700 million dollars in 1979 to 
10,600 million dollars in 1980. 


The increase in oil production and export has imporved the financial situation of 
the state and given an impetus to the development of the home economy. Mexico's 
economic growth rate has exceeded 8 per cent for four years running, with 9.2 per 
cent in 1979 and 8.3 per cent in 1980, a growth rate rare in both Latin America 

and the world. Mexico's growing economic power has aiso bettered its image in the 
international community and strengthened its position in negotiations with the 
developed countries. 


As a rising oil power in the multitude of the Third World countries, Mexico strives 
to promote the joint development of the developing countries by using its oil re- 
sources. Together with Venezuela, another oil-producing country in Latin America, 
Mexico provided oil on favorable terms for nine Central American and Caribbean 
countries suffering from economic difficulties because of oil shortages. This ac- 
tion was praised by the international community. Not long ago, it concluded an 
agreement with Venezuela and Brazil to provide aid to other countries of this re- 
gion for their development of energy. 


Mexican Secretary of Foreign Affairs Jorge Castaneda y Alvarez de la Rosa said that 
Mexico would use oil as "a necessary means to pursue a more active foreign policy." 
In fact, Mexico has made a sustained effort to establish a new international eco- 
nomic order, and is making valuable contributions to the opening of the Cancun sum- 
mit meeting on cooperation and development.

POLITICAL FIGURES ADDRESS LONDON ANTINUCLEAR RALLY

[Text] London, 24 Oct (XINHUA)--About 150,000 people took part in an anti-nuclear 
weapons march and rally in London today, probably the biggest of its kind ever 
organized by the campaign for nuclear disarmament in this country. 


The marchers, mostly young people, came from all over the British Isles by chartered 
trains or coaches. There were also two huge contingents from Denmark and West Ger- 
many. The marchers waved banners and balloons, and chanted peace slogans while 
marching through central London under heavy police escort. 


The march was led by the opposition Labour Party's leading anti-nuclear campaigner 
Tony Benn. He outlined the demands of what he called a "fearless campaign” against 
nuclear weapons: no Trident, Polaris, cruise missiles or neutron bombs on.British 
soil; no domination of Britain by the generals of Russia or America; a nuclear-free 
zone in Europe; and policies of detente and disarmament. 


In a rally at Hyde Park, the demonstrators heard a series of speeches by the Labour 
Party leader Michael Foot and other prominent figures in the British anti-nuclear 
movement. The Labour Party is formally committed to unilateral disarmament. Michael 
Foot told the rally that disarmament would have top priority with a future Labour 
government and called for “practical actions" to use "all the power and strength" 

of the anti-nuclear movement in Britain and elsewhere in the world to stop the 
"insanity" of nuclear weapons. 


Meanwhile, many Conservative members of parliament and government ministers launched 
a vigorous counter-attack on the unilateral campaign. Winston Churchill told a 
meeting today thatthe path of appeasement and unilateral disarmament in the 1980s 
would lead to war as surely as it had in the 1930s. "Countries that weaken them- 
selves in the face of an aggressive, expansionist totalitarian power do not forestall 
attack but positively invite it," he said. Nicholas Edwards, secretary of state for 
Wales, said yesterday that "everything in Russia's previous conduct suggests that 

the most hopeful way forward is through a policy based on a combination of deter- 
rence and arms control." 
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NEW BRITISH PARTY WINS SEAT IN PARLIAMENT

[Text] London, 23 Oct (XINHUA)--The one-month-old Liberal-Social Democrat Alliance 
won its first seat in parliament today. This victory over the Conservative and 
Labour parties attracted the attention of the British political arena. 


Last March, a number of former Labour Party cabinet ministers and MP's broke away 
from the party to form the SDP because of differences in policies. The Many common 
or similar political propositions have led the SDP and the Liberal Party to enter 
into an electoral alliance with a view to making a breakthrough in the two-party 
system. 


The parliamentary by-election  _n Croyden Northwest, South London, was the first 
test of the strength of the alliance. The seat of this constituency in parliament 
had been held by the Conservatives since 1948. The death earlier this year of the 
MP elected in the last general election brought about this by-election. Among the 
12 political parties taking part in the contest were mainly the Conservative and 
the Labour parties as well as the Liberal-Social Democrat Alliance. 


The Conservative government, finding itself in a difficult situation economically 

and facing great pressures both at home and abroad, tried to maintain the seat to 
prove that its current policies were popular. The Labour Party, baffled by internal 
strife and split, attempted to preserve internal unity with even a small victory 

so that no more party members would break away. The Liberal-Social Democrat Alliance 
needed to raise morale in its first battle in order to lay the foundation for a 
possible victory in the next general election. 


By-election returns show that Alliance candidate William Pitt, who had been defeated 
three times in the same constituency and obtained only 10.5 per cent of the votes 

in the last general election, won 40 per cent of the votes to be elected MP. The 
number of supporters of the Conservative Party decreased 47 per cent, while thac of 
the Labour Party dropped 44.5 per cent. One of the SDP leaders, Mrs Shirley Williams, 
commented: “It is a fundamental challenge to a two party system and to the merits 

of the old parties." A senior Conservative said, “Popular feeling against the 
government over Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's economic policies has been so 

great as to make victory all but impossible." Some voters openly declared that they 


"voted for change." The centrist Liberal-Social Democrat Alliance seems to be meet- 
ing this strong demand for change.

MITTERRAND ON U.S. DEFENSE OF WEST--Beijing, 19 Oct (XINHUA)--According to a Western 
news agency report, French President Mitterrand said in his 18 October televised 
speech that France completely supports U.S. efforts to strengthen defense of the 
West as Soviet challenge is growing more serious and the USSR is deploying the SS-20 
missiles directed against Western Europe. American Broadcasting Company interviewed 
Mitterrand on the eve of his visit to the United States and televised his speech 

on 18 October. Mitterrand agreed that a certain balance of force is necessary for 
holding genuine East-West negotiations. He said: "I think that balance of force 
should be the primary thing. Therefore, it is not right for the United States to 
remain inferior." Meanwhile, he urged the United States to take the initiative in 
holding disarmament talks with the Soviet Union in future. He said: Since the 
United States has already formulated its defense program for the next few years, it 
should take actions as soon as possible to resume disarmament talks with the Soviet 
Union. He said: If the United States doesnot take actions, the West Eunopean coun- 
tries, where neutralistic trend has been developed lately, "may find themselves 
sinking deeper and deeper in the present serious psychological and spiritual crises.'

"BA YI' URGES REPLACEMENT OF OLD CADRES

[Text] The Sixth Plenary session of the llth CCP Central Committee emphatically 
pointed out that to select more middle-aged and young cadres and promote them to 
leading posts at all levels is our pressing strategic task. It is also necessary to 
eliminate the harmful system of lifelong tenure for cadres. Those cadres who are 
advanced in age must give way to the young ones. Efforts must be made to promote 
those cadres who combine ability and political integrity and who are in the prime of 
life to leading posts. 


However, this important task of reducing the average age of cadres has not been ful- 
filled at present due to the opposition from the highest central authority. Ac+ 
tually our nation has the capability to rapidly reduce the average age of cadres. 

It is known to everyone that middle-aged and young cadres account for more than 

60 percent of the 20 million cadres in the country. There have been 4 to 5 million 
professional and technical cadres trained since nation-wide liberation. We have 

an abundant supply of competent people. Comrade Hu Yaobang pointed out that cadres 
who are in their 40's and 50's are valuable assets to the state. if they were pro- 
moted to leading positions at all levels they would greatly benefit the nation and 
the people. 


1. In the prime of life they are able to work tirelessly for 15 to 16 hours a day. 
2. Most of them received their education prior to the "Great Cultural Revolution." 
Thus, they are armed with better knowledge in science and technology. 


3. The middle-aged cadres have accumulated rich experience in political life. 
Sharing weal and woe with the people, they have gone through the most difficult 
stage in China's history. They have witnessed the damage and suffering caused by 
arbitrary decisions, wrong work styles and erroneous methods of leadership. There- 
fore, they will not make similar mistakes. In short, only 40- and 50-year-old cadres 
can guide us to come out of the blind alley and follow the correct path in building 
the motherland. However, due to various obstacles only a limited number of 40- and 
50-year-old cadres have been promoted to leading posts. According to statistics 
compiled by the State Council, on the average, only one middle-aged or young cadre 
has been promoted to the leading post in an enterprise or undertaking directly 

under the administration of the State Council. Even fewer middle-aged and young 
cadres have been promoted to leading posts in central and state organs or provincial 
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or municipal-level leading groups. As for the high-level leading organs, auch aa 
the Political Bureau or the Military Commission of the CCP Central Committee, not 

one middle-aged or young cadre has been promoted to the leading post. The overwheln- 
ing majority of members of the Political Bureau and the Military Commission of the 
CCP Central Committee are advanced in age. For example, Ye Jianying is 83, Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping is 77 and Comrades Li Xiannian and Chen Yu are 76. Peng Zhen, Nie 
Rongzhen and Huang Kecheng are around 80 years old. Comrade Deng Xiaoping said Hu 
Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang are cadres who are in the prime of life. Actually, both 

of them are already over 60. Other leading cadres are close to 70. 


When the Sixth Plenary session of the 1lth CCP Central Committee suggests that the 
average age of cadres be lowered it should set a good example by promoting more young 
or middle-aged 40- and 50-year-old cadres to the central leading posts. However, 
instead of setting a good example in this regard it followed Comrade Deng Xiaoping's 
instructions and appointed 77-year-old Yang Shangkun secretary general of the Mili- 
tary Commission. 


If cadres in the prime of life are not extensively promoted to leading posts it will 
be impossible to lower the average age of leading cadres and streamline the leading 
groups at the central and local levels. In short, the faster the 70- and 80-year- 
old cadres give way to 40- and 50-year-old cadres in front-line posts of leadership, 
the better will it be for the state and the people.

Therefore, he should be held partly responsible for the past errors, particularly 
for the following serious errors: 


Ll. In 1954, entrusted by Chairman Mao, Comrade Deng Xiaoping was responsible for 
examining the case involving the so-called Gao-Rao antiparty group. It doing this 
work he regarded the sinister data concocted by Kang Sheng as a sacred document. 
Meanwhile, in the report of the fourth plenary session of the Seventh CCP Central 
Committee,he mistakenly labeled Gao Gang and Rao Shushi as "careerists and conspira- 
tors who are against the party and the people." This means that comrades Gao Gang 
and Rao Shushi, forerunners of our party and our army, were persecuted without a 
good reason. For this, comrades Deng Xiaoping and Mao Zedong should be held chief- 
ly responsible. 


2. In 1957 Chairman Mao Zedong personally instructed Comrade Deng Xiaoping to 

step up the movement against right deviation. Taking the lead in this movement, 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping proposed that telling blows be dealt at the rightists. As a 
result, "the struggle against right deviation became far too excessive and a num 
ber of intellectuals, patriotic people and party cadres were unjustifiably labeled 
"rightists' with unfortunate consequences," as pointed out in the resolution of the 
6th plenary session of the llth CCP Central Committee. As a result, several mil- 
lion innocent people fell victim and thousands of party members and intellectuals 
were persecuted to death. 
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3. In 1959 former chief of general staff Peng Dehuai and other leading comrades 
resolutely and courageously resisted the erroneous line. However, instead of sup- 
porting their stand, Comrade Deng Xiaoping paid attention to his own “nterests, 
attacked Comrade Peng Dehuai and other leading comrades, and waged a ruthless 
"struggle against right deviation" and the so-called “antiparty group of Peng 
Dehuai, Huang Kecheng, Zhang Wentian and Zhou Xiaozhou." Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
should, to a certain extent, be held responsible for the persecution of Comrade 
Peng Dehuai and other comrades as well as of a large number of cadres. 


4. In 1968 the 12th plenary session of the 9th CCP Central Committee, personally 
presided over by Mao Zedong, adopted the erroneous decision to expel Liu Shaogqgi 
from the party and to remove him from all his posts inside and outside the party. 
Although Deng Xiaopind did not attend the Standing Committee meeting at the time, 
he expressed, in his 10,000-word statement of self-criticism which he later wrote, 
his resolute support for this decision. He also vilified Comrade Liu Shaoqi as 
being a "renegade, traitor and scab." Therefore, it is hard to say that Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping should not be held responsible at all for the unfortunate sacrifice 
of Comrade Liu Shaoqi who was a great proletarian revolutionary and Marxist. 


Among the leading comrades of the central authorities, Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
should be held partly reponsible for many errors committed within the party. As 


indicated by many facts in history, not all the leading comrades of the central auth- 
orities should share responsibility for the mistakes in the past. For example, Peng 


Dehuai, Liu Shaoqi, He Long, Chen Yi and many other comrades laid down their lives 
in a valiant struggle against the erronous line. They certainly should not be in- 
cluded in the list of leading comrades of the central authorities who are to be 
held responsible for the past mistakes. As for those who committed serious errors 
together with Comrade Mao Zedong, they should frankly admit their respective mis- 
takes, be held duly responsible for those mistakes, and draw their lessons so that 
they will not repeat those mistakes.

"BA YI' RADIO CALLS ON DENG XIAOPING TO SELF-CRITICIZE

[Text] The criticism and self-criticism being carried out throughout the country 
is very necessary and timely. However, the principle of criticism and self-criticism 
should be followed by all, including the leader at the very top of the central level. 
After the 6th plenary session of the llth CCP Central Committee made a preliminary 
assessment of Comrade Mao Zedong's merits and mistakes, it is likewise necessary to 
make a conscientious summing-up of the errors of the other principal central leaders 
according to the principle of criticism and self-criticism. 


In particular, Comrade Deng Xiaoping should take the lead to examine his own mis- 
takes during the antirightist struggle period. His self-examination on 23 October 
(21966) and the wrong statements he made on several occasions after his first re- 
habilitation seemed to have harmful effects. In the late 1950's the three red ban- 
ners [the general line for socialist construction, the great leap forward and the 
people's communes] threw the nation's economy into a chaos. When Comrade Peng 
Dehaui submitted a written statement to Comrade Mao Zedong, pointing out in detail 
the erroneous policy carried out at that time, the latter not only rejected the 
correct opinion, but instead started an antirightist movement. As the then general 
secretary of the CCP Central Committee, Comrade Deng Xiaoping did not support the 
correct opinion held by other leading comrades at the central level, but took con- 
crete steps to lead the antirightist struggle in the party. As can be seen, the 
enlargement of the antirightist struggle had a direct connection withComrade Deng 


Xiaoping. 


In his second self-examination made on 23 October (71966), Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
affirmed the so-called great significance of the Great Cultural Revolution and said 
assuredly that there existed in the party a floating bourgeois line and a sinister 
antiparty, anti-chairman Mao line. To pass the screening and protect himself, he 
shifted all responsibilities on to Comrade Liu Shaoqi and said that he had blindly 


followed the wrong line. 


After the downfall of the gang of four, our party has severely criticized the bad 
style of claiming all the credit for oneself and placing all blame on others. Yet 
Deng Xiaoping himself has demonstrated this kind of style to a great extent. It 

is said that at the 6th plenary session of the 1lth CCP Central Committee Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping openly criticized Comrade Hua Guofeng's mistake in advocating per- 
sonality cult, but wasn't it Comrade Deng Xiaoping who once praised Comrade Hua 
Guofeng as the wise leader?

In his hour-long speech delivered on 2 October 1974 in the Great Hall 
of the People, Comrade Deng Xiaoping said: [words indistinct] as long as you keep 
to the line of learning from Dazhai in agriculture [words indistinct], there will be 
enough grain for consumption. [words indistinct] if one-fourth of the communes in 
the country learn from Dazhai, China will become the largest granary in the world. 


Now that the plenary session of the party Central Committee has adopted a resolution 
on certain questions in the history of the party, the comrades who held the posts 

of leadership at the central level during Mao Zedong's time should also make a ser- 

ious summing-up of what they did according to our party's principle of criticism and 
self-criticism.

DENG BLAMED FOR MILITARY DISSATISFACTION

[Text] Comrade Deng Xiaoping has repeatedly stressed at meetings of the Military 
Commission of the CCP Central Committee that "among the cadres of the middle and 
upper echelons in the military, one-third of them oppose my policy of reorganizing 
the army, one-third are totally indifferent and one-third support it. In the next 

2 to 3 years, the number of cadres at the divisional levels and above should be 
streamlined by two-thirds." He also said: "Some leading cadres in the military look 
down upon me as chairman of the Military Commission. Some people have even said pub- 
licly that I am not as good as Comrade Hua Guofeng. It is by no means accidental 
that such erroneous remarks which sow discord between the party and the military 

and between the military and the government have appeared." 


If one looks at the facts that certain comrades of the secretariat and organization- 
al department of the CCP Central Committee have made a big fuss of the performance 
of comrades Chen Xilian, Xu Shiyou, Li Desheng and Zheng Shaoshan during the cul- 
tural revolution and during Comrade Hua Guofeng's leadership, it is not difficult 

to discover that certain people, in order to control the military power and make 

the military a docile tool which obeys only one person, has never ceased to elimin- 
ate from the military those they dislike and do not trust. 


We should realize that the question that certain leading military comrades are dis- 
satisfied with the central authorities and Comrade Deng Xiaoping should be examined 
from two sides, instead of just blaming certain military leaders, much less harbor- 
ing resentment against those who are dissatisfied and trying to eliminate them.

spread all over the province. Since the founding of the PRC, this province has 
achieved some results in investigating and collecting cultural relics and revolu- 
tionary historical data. However, during the 10-year catastrophe, the investiga- 

tion of cultural relics in this province was forced to discontinue. Many valuable 
cultural relics and much historical data were lost. To develop the socialist 
cultural cause, protect cultural relics and collect valuable historical data, it 

has been decided to conduct a general survey of cultural relics throughout the pro- 
vince over about 3 years and to complete the general survey before October 1983.

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LECTURER CITES PRC DECISION ON HONG KONG FUTURE

[Excerpt ] China has aiready reached a comprehensive solution over the future of 
Hong Kong, according to a Hong Kong University lecturer. 


He told a seminar yesterday that he believed the announcement of this might be 
made when the next Hong Kong governor assumes his post. 

Later, Dr Victor Sit of the university's geography and geology department said he 
had been told this by contacts in China. 


However, at another forum yesterday, a leading political commentator, Mr Hu Chu-jen, 
publisher of the Chinese-language peasant magazine, said he believed that there was 
little chance that Hong Kong's status quo could be maintained after the 1997 lease 
expired. 


Mr Hu also expected a collapse of Hong Kong's way of life as we know it if it continued 
to shy away away from pronouncing on the colony's future in the next two or three 
years. 


But to back up his statement at a seminar organised by the Hong Kong Jaycees at 

the Regent Hotel, Dr Sit cited examples of two huge urban planning projects, in- 
volving Hong Fong businessmen, as an indication that there should be no need to 

worry about the future of Hong Kong. 


If these projects are finalised, they would "go well beyond 1997." 


He said the belief of many local people that China is looking for ways to take back 
Hong Kong by setting up special economic zones "is wrong." 


These incorrect views had also appeared in some well-known local magazines, he said. 


The topic for discussion at the seminar was Shenzen--the impact of its development 
on Hong Kong. 


Other speakers were the managing director of Millie's group, Mr Alan Lau, and the 
manager of Sun Hung Kai (China) Ltd's research and business development department, 
Mr Stephen Chan. 
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Dr Sit said "Shenzhen is one of China's special economic zones and Taiwan has been 
named by China as a ‘special administration zone.' 


"What is the position of Hong Kong? Might it be fitted in between these two terms?" 


The two projects mentioned by Dr Sit as indication of Hong Kong's future are on the 
Chinese drawing board: One in Shumchun, across the Hong Kong border, and the other 
in Zhuhai, across the Macau border. 


‘These projects are closely associated with China's overall economic plan. 


"From Hong Kong's point of view, if they are finalized we won't have to worry about 
the future because these projects go far beyond 1997," he said. 


The Shenzhen project involves plans to change the present small town into a big city, 
with the population jumping from the present 30,000 to around 500,000. 


Hopewell Holding Ltd, a major real estate developer in Hong Kong, is discussing 
details of this project, which entails investment of HK$1.1 billion. 


Hopewell, moreover, will become the "master leaser" of a 33 sq km parcel of land its 
rights for so doing extending over 30 years. 


The other project, in Zhuhai, involves investment of about HK$7.5 billion, said 
Dr Sit. 


However, the speaker at the other forum, Mr Hu, took the opposite view. He said 
there was little chance of Hong Kong's status remaining as it is. He also predicted 
a collapse of the way of life that at present prevails in the colony...if Beijing 
fails, within the next two .r three years, to pronounce on Hong Kong's future. 


Mr Hu said that it was the wish of th2 governments in Beijing and London, as well 
as the majority of peoplehere, to see the present political status unchanged after 
the lease expired. But, he said, reality won't let this happen. 


According to Mr Hu, the United Kingdom would eventually aodandon Hong Kong if Beijing 
refused to officially, and openly, extend Hong Kong's lease. 


Mr Hu said it was a British golden rule to administer according to the law. 


If Beijing refused to extend the lease, any ruli-g party would be forced to retreat 
from Hong Kong when the time came, he said. 


This was because it would be extremely difficult, then, for Whitehall to face attacks 
by opposition parties, anti-colonists and textile merchants in Britain, as well 
as international pressure groups. 


Mr Hu said it was equally impossible for Beijing to sign a new treaty to extend 
Hong Kong's lease because, by so doing, it would be honoring other treaties pre- 
viously signed by the Qing dynasty most of them extremely unfavorable to China. 
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However, it would be a politically wise move for China to keep Hong Kong's status 
unchanged in order to ease future reunification with Taiwan. 





China had always placed reunification of the country as its number one objective, 


Mr Hu said. He said that the time had come for all Hong Kong residents to speak 
up about their own future.

Shieh, has written to the WALL STREET JOURNAL refuting point by point its editorial 
of 15 October entitled "Chinese illusions." Anticipating that the journal might 

not publisi his letter under the headline "Delusion to the Illusions," he sent a 
copy of his letter to XINHUA. 


The letter says "the invitation to ask the Taiwan leaders to rejoin the motherland 
on the occasion of the 1911 revolution is a timely call for the reunification of 
China. This is in line with the Shanghai communique of 1972, the position of the 
U.S. toward one China." 


As an economist, Professor Shieh analyzed the journal's fallacy in comparing the 
economic situation in China's mainland and Taiwan. He wrote: "Taiwan's per capita 
income of 3,000 U.S. dollars should not be compared with the mainland's 260 with 
naivety. Such a concept is misleading when used to compare the standard of living, 
because lifestyles are different. GNP per capita has no bearing on the basic needs 
of the people. Chinese mainland's remarkable achievement is officially recognized 

by the world development report of 1981. The physical quality of life of the 

Chinese people is strikingly better than in most other low-income countries. Efforts 
in human development are outstanding." 


[he letter says, ''The purchasing power of the Chinese currency goes a long way for 
obtaining the basic necessities, i.e. lodging, utility, food, transportation, health 
care. Try to compare these cost of necessities in the Chinese mainland and in Taiwan 
and you can get a true picture of the daily expenses of the people. Moreover, per- 
haps crime rates should be compared in terms of order of society and the well-being 


of the people." 


Referring to the conclusion of the editorial that the leaders in China have not 
shown signs that they really understand the economic problem they face, the letter 


says, ‘Do the Americans understand the economic problems we face? Perhaps they should 
have equal opportunity to question our own situations. What about our total debts?"

[Text] Fuzhou, China, 20 Oct Kyodo--Two leading Taiwanese industrialists recently 
visited Fuzhou in China's Fujian Province to meet with provincial political leaders, 
Chinese political sources revealed Monday. 


The sources claimed the industrialists, described only as "'topclass management” 
from among Taiwan's 10 largest companies, expressed support for economic coopera- 
tion to hasten the peaceful reunification of the two Chinas. 


Liao Chengzhi, vice chairman of the standing committee of the national people's 
congress (parliament), indicated to a visiting delegation from Kyodo News Service 

on 9 October that there had been contact between the two countries prior to China's 
30 September call for reunification. Taiwanese offocials strongly denied that claim. 


Analysts say that if the new reports are true, they could signal the possibility 
of real progress toward reunification. 


According to the Chinese sources, one industrialist visited Fuzhou in early 
October. He reportedly expressed a positive attitude toward the new call for re- 
unification made by Marshal Ye Jianying, China's de facto head of state. 


(the industrialist reportedly said China and Taiwan should deepen mutual understand- 
ing through trade, and that Chinese rather than foreigners should reap the profits 
from Chinese made goods. 


He was reported to have urged the exchange of information and the introduction of 
advanced facilicies to China, indicating he could invest in China if conditions 
were right. 


lhe industrialist also said it would be better to have direct trade between China 
and Taiwan than for current black market transactions and smuggling to continue, 
the sources said. 


Wen Fushan, Fujian Province vice governor, Monday told Kyodo reporters he had "no 
comment" on the report.
